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Thomas  H,  Coulter,  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Chicago 
Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  will  address  the  annual  alumni 
reunion  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  on  Friday, 
May  6, 

Approximately  1$0   Illinois  Tech  alumni  are  expected  for  the 
program  and  dinner  which  will  begin  at  6:30  p.m.  in  the  school  gymnasium^ 
according  to  Charles  H,  Jones,  general  chairman. 

Highlights  of  the  evening  will  be  the  presentation  of  alumni 
service  awards  to  two  outstanding  IIT  alumni,  the  presentation  of 
a  50-year  citation  to  the  class  of  190^,  and  the  election  of  alumni 
association  officers. 

Coulter,  a  native  of  Canada,  is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  He  is  director  of  the 
Economic  club  of  Chicago,  president  of  the  Sales  Executive  club,  and 
past  president  of  the  Executives  club. 

Reservations  for  the  evening  may  be  made  through  the  Illinois 
Tech  alumni  office. 
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A  defense  against  temporary  blindness  caused  by  flares  and  explosions 
and  a  unique  method  of  crime  detection  may  result  from  vision  research  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

A  clear,  jelly-like  liquid  in  the  eye,  knoifin  as  the  vitreous  humor,  is 
spotlighted  in  the  investigations,  which  are.  considered  so  important  that  the 
Air  Research  and  Development  Comjnand  in  Baltimore  recently  extended  sponsorship 
for  another  year. 

To  date  the  government  has  invested  $128, OCO  in  the  research  program. 
The  studies  first  began  in  1952  as  a  subcontract  of  the  Midway  project  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

Previously,  the  vitreous  humor  was  considered  merely  as  a  substance  for 
holding  the  shape  of  the  eye  by  separating  the  lens  and  the  retina,  according 
to  Dr,  Phil  S,  Shurrager,  chairman  of  Illinois  Tech's  department  of  psychology 
and  education. 

While  it  performs  this  function  also,  biochemical  and  electrophysiological 
studies  at  the  Institute  show  this  gel,  rather  than  the  retina,  plays  the  more 
important  part  in  adapting  the  eye  to  darkness, 

(The  retina  is  the  sensitive  membrane  in  the  eye  which,  like  film  in  a 
camera,  receives  the  image  formed  by  the  lens,) 

But  the  eye  is  infinitely  mere  complicated  than  the  camera,  Shurragei* 

believes^  Radical  photochemical  reactions  within  the  vitreous  humor  take 

place  whenever  an  animal  or  man  encounters  a  change  in  light,

Since  the  eye  takes  about  an  hour  to  regain  full  vision  after  a  bright 
flash,  sudden  outbursts  of  light  from  flares  or  explsives  are  themselves 
potent  weapons  that  as  yet  have  no  defense,  Shurrager  explained. 

The  Air  Force  is  interested  in  a  device  to  protect  its  fighter  pilots 
against  such  danger.  An  instrument  that  would  hasten  adaptation  of  the  eye 
to  the  new  darkness  after  a  bright  flash  is  certainly  fantastic,  but  not 
out  of  the  realm  of  possibility,  Sharrager  said. 

The  eye  adapts  slowly  to  darkness,  but  quickly  to  light. 

Such  an  instrument,  therefore,  might  emit  radiations  capable  of  altering 
the  chemical  structure  of  the  vitreous  humor  so  the  light-adapted  eye  is 
converted  to  a  dark-adapted  one. 

No  one  knows  the  exact  relationship  of  the  vitreous  humor  to  vision, 
according  to  Shurrager,  but  the  Illinois  Tech  research  already  has  indicated 
the  role  is  considerable. 

He  predicted  science  will  unlock  the  secret  of  vision  in  from  10  to  1$ 
years. 

Aside  from  military  applications  of  the  research,  the  Illinois  Tech 
scientists  feel  the  new  knowledge  someday  may  aid  crime  detection.  From  the 
chemical  composition  of  the  vitreous  humor,  it  already  is  possible  to  determine 
what  the  level  of  illumination  was  at  the  time  of  death. 

In  a  murder  case,  for  example,  such  information  could  be  useful  in 
checking  whether  an  alleged  cause  of  death  was  possible.  The  practicality  of 
the  method  already  has  been  demonstrated  with  sheep,  Shurrager  pointed  out. 

Scientists  have  examined  the  vitreous  humor  from  more  than  800  pairs 
of  sheep  eyes  at  the  Chicago  stockyards  and  from  rabbits  at  the  Illinois  Tech 
animal  laboratory. 

To  relate  the  boichemical  studies  with  vision,  the  researchers  have 
devised  a  unique  instrument  they  call  a  "continuous  recording  adaptometer, 
flicker  photometer,  continuous  wavelength  monochromator," 
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Vision  research— page  3 

The  instrument,  the  first  of  its  kind  anjn-xhere,  is  extremely  flexible, 
and  makes  measurements  that  have  been  heretofore  impossible i  Thousands  of 
tests  in  light  and  dark  adaptation  of  the  human  eye  have  been  conducted  at 
Illinois  Tech  using  the  instrument,  and  a  great  volume. of  previously-unknown 
data  is  being  compiled. 

The  scientists  currently  are  redesigning  the  adaptometer  in  order  to 
conOentrate  on  the  most  sensitive  elements  in  the  eye.  The  new  instrument 
will  &id  studies  in  the  number  of  quanta  at  each  ^^ravelength  of  light  to  which 
the  eye  is  sensitive,  Shurrager  said. 

Color  television,  color  photography,  and  motion  pictures  may  benefit 
from  thses  studies,  he  added. 

Other  Illinois  Tech  scientists  participating  in  the  work  are  Dr.  Harry 
Gunning,  associate  professor  of  chemistry;  Dr.  Alan  Strand,  assistant  research 
scientist  and  instructor;  Russell  Levy,  associate  research  scientist;  Dr, . 
Harriet  Shurrager,  assistant  professor  and  wife  of  Shurrager;  Dr.  George 
Ross,  assistant  professor,  and  Ira  Salisbury,  junior  research  scientist, 
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Youthful  partioipation  in  science  projects  may  be  the  stepping  stone 
to  leadership  in  science  or  engineering,  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  told  750  teen-age  science  enthusiasts  tonight. 

Speaking  at  the  fifth  annual  Chicago  Student  Science  Fair  awards  dinner 
at  Austin  high  school,  Rettaliata  stressed  the  importance  of  such  projects  in 
uncovering  talents  and  aptitudes  in  early  life  as  a  guide  to  future  careers. 

In  congratulating  the  students  on  their  achievements,  the  Illinois  Tech 
president  declared: 

"You  are  learning  to  create  and  to  build,  and  in  the  process  some  of  you 
may  be  laying  the  foundation  of  future  careers  as  leaders  in  science  or 
engineering  in  which  you  will  help  bring  about  a  still  better  way  of  life,  an 
even  stronger  America,  and  a  hanpier  world," 

Attending  the  dinner  were  representatives  of  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  which  sponsored 
the  fair;  teachers  and  school  advisors,  and  parents  of  the  high  school  pupils, 

Rettaliata  emphasized  the  importance  of  high  school  courses  in  mathematics 
English,  and  science  as  basic  studies  for  students  planning  to  pursue  science 
or  engineering  in  college. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  education  of  an  engineer  or  a  scientist  begins 
in  high  school,  and  added  that  college  officials  "are  all  too  familiar  with 
cases  of  high  school  students  who,  when  approaching  graduation,  decide  they 
would  like  to  pursue  science  or  engineering  in  college,  but  find,  too  late.

The  educator  said  a  curriculim  "which  would  give  a  proper  background  for 
a  student  intending  to  be  a  professional  man  in  science  or  engineering  "  should 
include  at  least  three  years  each  of  English  and  mathematics,  and  that  four 
years  were  preferable. 

He  also  advocated  a  minimum  of  two  years  of  science,  particularly 
chemistry  and  physics. 

He  told  the  teen-agers  there  are  many  job  opportunities  for  graduates 
in  science  and  engineering.  Citing  a  heavy  industrial  demand  at  a  time  vrhen 
the  colleges  and  universities  are  producing  several  thousand  fewer  graduates 
than  are  needed  each  year,  Rettaliata  said: 

"Next  month,  many  young  men  and  women  are  going  to  graduate  from  our 
engineering  and  scientific  colleges  into  positions  that  pay  higher  than  average 
starting  salaries, 

"Practically  all  of  them  will  be  ertployed  immediately  after  graduation, 
because,  more  than  any  ether  group,  these  young  people  with  scientific  and 
technological  training  offer  something  that  industry  needs  and  wants e" 

He  said  industry's  current  needs  are  estimated  at  about  30,0C0  new 
engineers  a  year,  and  this  year's  graduates  at  approximately  23 > COO,  Only  about 
20,000  engineering  students  were  graduated  in  19$U,   he  addedd 

Rettaliata  told  of  the  role  of  women  in  science  and  engineering,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  many  more  of  them  are  needed,  especially  as  high 
school  science  teachers,  whose  ranks,  he  said,  have  been  seriously  depleted* 

He  quoted  figures  showing  an  annual  need  for  about  7,7CO  new  science 
teachers,  with  only  about  one-third  that  number  becoming  available  each  year* 
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A  tricycle  race  between  students  and  faculty  members  Wednesday,  May  h, 
will  open  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  four-day  open  house,  known  as

Many  of  the  mysteries  of  science  and  engineering,  as  well  as  examples 
of  student  Ivmacy,  will  be  displayed  to  the  public  during  the  annual  spring 
festival. 

Student  activities  will  ggt  under  way  at  11:30  a.m.  Wednesday  with  the 
tricycle  race  at  33rd  and  Dearborn  streets. 

It  will  be  followed  by  pie-eating,  bright  shorts,  turtle, 
tug-of-war,  water  fight,  beard  growing,  jitterbug,  baking,  soap  box,  greased 
pigskin,  and  ugly  man  competition  during  the  four  days. 

Other  special  events  planned  during  the  open  house  include  a  fraternity 
house  decoration  contest,  interclass  and  interdepartmental  athletic  competition, 
and  an  all-class  auto  exhibition. 

Special  exhibits  prepared  by  Illinois  Tech  academic  departments  and 
affiliated  research  organizations  will  be  displayed  from  2  to  10  p.m.,, Thursday 
and  Friday  in  several  buildings  near  33rd  and  State  streets. 

Exhibits  will  introduce  the  public  to  an  electrically  charged  robot, 
a  voice-controlled  train,  a  working  model  of  a  jet  plane,  tomorrow's  kitchen, 
trained  white  rats,  newly  designed  products,  a  chain  reaction  demonstration, 
and  a  nuclear  reactor  model.

A  new  department  which  combines  the  efforts  of  scientists,  engineers, 
and  economists  in  solving  a  variety  of  problems  has  been  established  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Dr,  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  director  of  the  Foundation,  said  he  expects  the 
new  department — called  engineering  economics  research — to  be  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  Foundation's  services  to  industry, 

"For  a  number  of  years,"  he  explained,  "the  Foundation  through  its  nine 
technical  research  departments  has  carried  on  a  limited  number  of  research 
programs  in  the  engineering  economics  field, 

"The  decision  to  centralize  and  expand  the  work  resulted  from  a 
recognition  of  the  increased  need  for  combined  scientific,  engineering,  and 
economic  background  in  solving  numerous  industrial  problems," 

The  Foundation's  interest  in  the  new  activity,  he  pointed  out,  will  be 
limited  to  those  engineering  economics  problems  where  its  scientific  and 
engineering  background  is  necessary'-  for  the  solution  of  such  problems. 

Engineering  economics  as  it  is  to  be  developed  at  the  Foundation  has  a 
two-fold  definition: 

1,  The  study  and  evaluation  of  the  economics  of  engineering  developments, 

2,  The  study  and  evaluation  of  economic  problems  through  engineering 

methods  «

market  analyses  of  technical  equipment  or  services,  new  applications  for  existing 

materials  or  products,  technical  and  economic  evaluation  of  products,  utilization

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In  addition  to  these  services  to  industry,  the  new  operation  also  is 
expected  to  benefit  smaller  companies  which  feel  the  need  for  research,  but 
are  not  equipped  to  prooerly  administer  such  work  either  within  the  company 
or  in  outside  research  organizations  9 

The  engineering  economics  group,  by  working  closely  with  the  management 
of  such  companies^,  can  aid  them  in  determining  research  objectives,  establishing 
projects  most  likely  to  provide  suitable  financial  return,  and  in  the  guidance 
of  such  projects, 

Leedy  announced  the  appointment  of  Raymond  A^  Erickson,  supervisor  of 
the  Foimdation's  chemical  engineering  research  section  for  the  past  1  l/2  years ^ 
as  supervisor  of  the  enginsering  economics  research  department,,

A  significant  reduction  in  the  occurrence  of  freight  car  hot  boxes—the 
railroads'  perennial  and  costly  headache—ultimately  may  result  from  findings 
in  a  comprehensive  research  project  announced  today  in  Chicago, 

Recoirimendations  for  easing  the  problem — caused  generally  when  railroad 
car  journal  boxes  become  overheated  by  friction — stem  from  a  two-year 
investigation  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
for  the  Association  of  American  Railroads, 

The  project  has  resulted  in  a  body  of  new  knowledge — it  indicates  for  the 
first  time  in  comprehensive  form  the  principal  causes  of  hot  boxes,  according 
to  George  L,  Pigman,  supervisor  of  fluid  mechanics  in  the  Foundation's  heat- 
power  research  department. 

Pigman,  who  supervised  the  $275,000  research  program,  poi.nted  out  that 
the  project  marks  the  first  time  extensive  theoretical  and  experimental 
approaches  have  been  combined  in  attempting  to  solve  the  problem. 

Journal  bearings  on  railroad  freight  cars  have  been  performing  excellently, 
Pigman  said,  and  their  design  has  evolved  over  the  decades  to  fit  the  needs  of 
railroad  operations:  simplicity,  ruggedness,  and  ability  to  stand  up  under  rough 
handling  with  a  minimum  of  attention, 

"Progress  in  railroading  with  higher  speeds  and  greater  accelerations 
connected  with  more  powerful  modern  diesel  locomotives  has  placed  more  severe 
requirements  on  freight  car  bearings,"  Pigman  explained.

When  a  hot  box  occurs,  he  added,  undesirable  delays  connected  with  loss 
in  revenue  and  sometimes  in  materials  result, 

"Thus,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  the  railroads  wish  to  reduce  drastically,  if 
not  eliminate,  the  occurrence  of  hot  boxes,"  Pigman  declared. 

Hot  boxes,  he  emphasized,  result  from  a  combinaticn  of  unfavorable 
conditions  rather  than  a  single  isolated  factor.  VJith  this  in  mind,  he 
recommended  that  a  number  of  actions  be  taken  to  improve  journal  bearing 
performance  in  railroad  service: 

— Obtain  improved  fit  of  the  bearing  on  the  journal, 

--Eliminate  or  greatly  reduce  the  friction  heat  produced  by  the  waste 
pack  in  the  oil  wick  system  which  provides  lubricating  oil  for  the  journal, 

— Obtain  improved  cooling  of  the  journal  box, 

— Utilize  an  oil  having  greater  viscosity  at  high  temperatures  than  oils 
now  used. 

Other  recoiTimendations  of  an  important  but  less  essential  nature  relating 
to  mechanical  features,  oil  additives,  and  operating  practices  also  were  made 
to  the  Association  of  American  Railroads, 

Each  problem  was  studied  carefully  from  a  theoretical  and  experimental 
approach,  and  a  specific  solution  vias  offered,  Pigman  stressed, 

"The  failure  of  a  journal  bearing  on  a  railroad  freight  car  presents  one 
of  the  most  serious  difficulties  that  can  be  encountered  in  railroad  operation," 
Pigman  said. 

The  oroject  was  undertaken  by  the  Association  in  line  with  its  policy  to 
keep  freight  service  as  reliable  as  generally  expected,  he  explained. 

"A  survey  showed  that  hot  boxes  occurred  on  an  average  of  one  for  every 
331,192  miles  in  ilarch,  19^3,"  Pigman  stated,  "This  means  an  imaginary  car 
could  Viave  traveled  around  the  earth  more  than  13  times  before  developing  a  hot 

box. 

"But  when  an  occasional  hot  box  develops,"  he  said,  "it  always  means 
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Hot  boxes — page  3 

Pigman  explained  that  the  journal  bearing  is  responsible  for  keeping  the 
wheels  of  a  freight  car  moving. 

The  journal  is  the  part  of  a  freight  car  axle  that  supports  the  bearing. 
There  are  no  moving  parts  in  the  bearing  assembly,  except  for  the  rotating 
journal.  An  oil  wick  system,  in  which  cotton  waste  acts  to  prevent  the  oil  from 
slushing,  feeds  oil  to  the  journal.  When  the  car  moves,  oil  is  carried  up  to 
surround  the  journal. 

Thus,  the  journal  and  bearing  do  not  come  into  actual  contact  while  the 
car  is  moving,  but  rather  the  freight  car  rides  on  a  thin  layer  of  oil.  This 
condition  depends  on  the  oil's  viscosity,  which  decreases  as  the  oil  gets  hotter. 
The  available  cooling  fails  to  reduce  the  temperature  appreciably. 

As  a  result  of  these  factors,  together  with  other  unfavorable  conditions 
such  as  loose  bearing  fit,  the  viscosity  soon  reaches  the  point  where  the  layer 
of  oil  becomes  too  thin,  leading  to  the  occurrence  of  a  hot  box, 

Jispart  of  the  research  project.  Armour  Research  Foundation's  chemistry 
and  chemical  engineering  research  department  conducted  a  study  of  oil  additives, 
which  resulted  in  the  development  of  improved  additives  for  reducing  friction 
on  the  bearing  under  incipient  hot  box  conditions. 

The  department's  investigation  indicated  that  additives  of  the  fatty 
acid  type,  especially  oleic  acid,  provide  the  greatest  friction  reduction.

Ten  reasons  wh^  industrial  concerns  establish  aid-to-education  programs

James  S.  Zievers,  vice  president  of  the  Industrial  Filter  and  Pump 
Manufacturing  company,  called  the  reasons  "a  combination  of  selfish  and 
philanthropic  motives," 

He  spoke  at  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  21  Midwest  liberal  arts 
colleges  and  universities  participating  in  a  combined  liberal  arts-engineering 
education  program  with  Illinois  Tech, 

Zievers  listed  the  motives  for  establishing  education-aid  plans  as: 

1,  The  desire  to  "act  like  a  big  outfit," 

2,  The  urge  to  keep  up  with  competitors, 

3,  To  benefit  college-age  children  of  company  officials  who  can  use 
the  scholarships, 

U,  For  advertising  purposes,

concerned,

Zievers  praised  the  combined  education  program — sometimes  called  the 
"3-2  plan" — for  producing  critically  needed  and  well  educated  individuals, 

"IfJe  have  found  generally,"  he  noted,  "that  those  engineers  with  a 
straight  four-year,  heavily  technical  educational  background  are  excellent 
engineers,  but  do  not  have  the  general  knowledge  of  the  liberal  arts  that 
we  feel  is  essential  in  a  good  executive, 

"After  looking  around  we  decided  that  students  in  the  3-2  program  have 
an  excellent  foundation  in  liberal  arts  upon  which  to  build  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  engineering  skills," 

Under  the  IIT  combined  education  program,  a  student  spends  three  years 
studying  liberal  arts  at  one  of  the  cooperating  institutions,  and  two  years 
learning  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech, 

At  the  end  of  five  years,  the  student  is  awarded  two  degrees,  one  from 
the  liberal  arts  institution  and  one  from  Illinois  Tech,

A  novel  process  for  coating  a  wide  variety  of  substances — by  feeding 
powdered  ceramic  materials  through  a  simple  flame  gun — has  been  developed  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tecbjiology,  Chicago. 

Coatings  resulting  from  the  process — called  "Flame  Spray  Ceramics" — 
are  superior  to  those  produced  by  the  metallizing  processes  because  of  their 
greater  resistance  to  heat  and  chemical  stability, 

"In  many  cases,  the  underlying  metal  actually  can  be  melted  without 
caiising  coating  failure,"  according  to  Samuel  VJ,  Bradstreet,  supervisor  of  the 
chemistry  of  mineral  products  in  the  Foundation's  ceramics  and  minerals 
research  department. 

The  technique  of  application  is  similar  to  that  required  for  the 
metallizing  processes,  he  said,  "Flame  Spray  Ceramics"  are  sintered  layers  of 
refractory  and  chemically  inert  materials,  such  as  aluminum  oxide  or  zirconium 
oxide , 

The  spray  coatings  do  not  require  that  the  metal  or  other  base  be  heated 
unduly — as  opposed  to  ordinary  ceramic  coatings  which  require  heating  both 
metal  and  ceramic  to  high  temperatures. 

Since  the  two  basic  "Flame  Spray  Ceramic"  coatings — alumintim 
oxide  and  zirconium  oxide — are  stable  metal  oxides,  they  cannot  oxidize  further^ 
Bradstreet  explained. 

The  alumina  coating  is  harder  than  tool  steel  and  unusually  adherent 
in  thicknesses  up  to  about  10  mils.  If  applied  more  heavily,  residual  5t.:-c'-''.''t».p 
may  cause  coating  failure  on  sudden  heating  or  cooling. 
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The  coating  appears  to  be  extremely  effective  Tot   protecting  metals, 
such  as  steel  and  even  aluminum,  against  high  temperature  erosion  such  as  that 
encountered  in  rocket  nozzleS, 

The  hardness  of  the  boating  suggests  its  use  for  protecting  soft  metals- 
aluminum,  die-Csast  alloys,  or  mild  steel,  for  instance — against  erosion  and 
abrasion  in  pump  impellers  and  housings,  fan  blades  and  turbines,  and  piping 
subject  to  cavitations 

The  alumina  coating  is  electrically  insulative,  and  Bradstreet 
anticipates  its  use  in  the  manufacture  of  high-temperature  process  equipment. 
The  coating  is  poorly  wetted  by  certain  molten  metals,  and  preliminary  tests 
show  it  to  act  as  a  satisfactory  permanent  mold  coating  for  aluminum  casting, 

"In  this  last  respect,  the  zirconia  coating  should  be  even  better,  since 
it  is  more  refractory  and  inert  than  alumina.  Although  the  zirconia  coating 
is  somewhat  softer  and  more  difficult  to  apply,  its  resistance  to  corrosion 
and  heat  is  outstanding,"  Bradstreet  stated. 

He  predicted  the  coating  will  find  use  in  rockets,  flame  ducts,  burner 
equipment,  and  as  a  liner  for  troughs,  feeders,  molds,  and  other  foundry 
equipment. 

Like  all  sprayed  coatings,  ''Flame  Spray  Ceramics"  have  a  residual 
porosity  of  about  10  to  IS   per  cent  and  alone  do  not  provide  perfect  protection 
against  chemical  corrosion  of  the  underlying  material. 

However,  various  additives  to  the  two  basic  coatings  improve  their 
protective  action,  and  this  can  be  improved  further  by  overcoating  with  recent 
ARF -developed  "Solution  Ceramics,"  or  by  co-spraying  with  soft  metals,

More  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  protein  content  of  milk  in  selling 
the  product,  representatives  of  the  dairy  industry  were  told  today  in  Chicago, 

The  advice  came  from  Milton  E.  Parker,  professor  and  director  of  food 
engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  who  was  chairman  of  a  panel 
seeking  new  outlets  for  milk  solids  at  a  dairy  conference  at  the  University 
of  Illinois,  Navy  Pier, 

Parker  criticized  the  industry  for  failij-.g  to  capitalize  on  the  protein 
content  of  milk  while  other  food  industries  are  making  great  strides  in  selling 
their  particular  food  proteinSe. 

"You  simply  have  to  fet  over  those  age-old  traditions  of  tying  the 
commercial  value  of  milk  to  its  butterfat  content  only",  he  declared, 

Parker  also  urged  the  industry  to  accelerate  campaigns  to  sell  milk  in 
the  form  of  dry  milk  solids — more  commonly  knovm  as  powdered  milk — as  a 
necessary  civil  defense  measure. 

Milk  in  such  form  can  be  nreserved  indefinitely'-  and  ret? ins  its  food 
value,  he  explained.  Thus,  it  would  be  of  great  value  in  the  event  of  an 
enemy  attack, 

"With  all  the  clamor  about  food  surpluses,  we  actually  have  only 
a  2-xceek  supply  of  tlie  superior  quality  '^roteln  foods  available,"  he  pointed 
out,

The  average  for  Ilarch,  1955,  was  50.1,  second  lowest  figure  recorded 
for  the  month  since  ARF  scientists  began  measuring  and  analyzing  the  city's 
dustf  all  back  in  19ii6, 

The  February  mark— Ii8,U— was  the  lowest  for  that  month,  while  the 
January  average  of  58 d  was  the  second  lowest  recorded  for  the  first  month. 
All  of  which  iDoints  up  the  conclusion  that  April,  1955,  ws  just  average. 

Each  month,  the  city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control,  for  x-rhich 
the  Foundation  measures  dustf all,  places  sample  jars  at  25  locations  throughout 
Chicago  where  the  dust  is  collected.

A  '^liYjOOO  grant  for  the  continuation  of  a  study  of  polj^phosphates 
and  their  exters  has  been  awarded  to  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
chemistry  deoartment  by  the  UoS,  Army  Office  of  Ordnance  Research* 

The  grant  will  extend  for  one  year  a  fundamental  study  of  the 
equilibria  and  stability  of  polyphosphates  by  Dr.  Mary  Lo  Kilpatrick, 
research  associate  professor  of  chemistry,  and  graduate  students. 

The  Illinois  Tech  chemistry  department  has  been  investigating 
the  properties  of  polyphosphates  for  several  years. 

An  investigation  entitled  "The  Hydrolysis  of  Di-Isopropyl 
Fluorophosphate"  was  begun  under  contract  with  the  Chemical  corps. 
Further  studies  have  been  supported  by  the  Office  of  Ordnance  Research 
under  the  general  title  "Acid  and  Basic  Catalysis  Involving  Pentavalent 
Phosphorus," 

Earlier  studies  on  the  esters  of  certain  phosphoric  acids  enabled 
the  Chemical  corps  to  make  considerable  progress  in  its  work  with  nerve 
gases. 

In  addition,  inorganic  phosphates  have  since  become  increasingly 
important  in  the  field  of  detergents,  and  their  esters  have  been  found 
useful  as  insecticides.

Science  has  become  the  greatest  cultural  force  of  our  times,  the  dean 
of  liberal  studies  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  tonight  told  members 
of  the  graduating  class  of  Chicago  College  of  Optometry, 

"It  cannot  be  ignored,"  Dr.  John  Day  Larkin  said,  "Nor  can  it  be  made 
secondary  to  a  study  of  the  cultures  of  the  past  ages," 

Larkin  spoke  on  "The  Professional  Man's  Education  for  Citizenship"  during 
commencement  exercises  in  the  Kuseum  of  Science  and  Industry  auditori\jm, 

"Science  and  technology  has  brought  all  of  the  different  quarters  of 
the  globe  so  close  together  that  it  is  impossible  to  isolate  one  from  the 
other,"  he  declared. 

An  understanding  of  the  past  gives  man  perspective,  according  to  the 
dean,  but  an  understanding  of  xihat  is  here  and  now  is  essential  to  the  proper 
perspective  of  the  man  of  tomorrow. 

Because  of  its  very  complexity,  a  scientific  and  technological  society 
requires  some  specialization,  he  pointed  out,  adding  that  modern  science  and 
technology  can  function  and  progress  to  its  greatest  efficiency  and  greatest 
good  only  through  a  wide-spread  dissemination  of  educational  opportunities, 

"To  make  education  meet  the  many  needs  of  our  society,  it  must  have 
variety,"  Larkin  said,  "It  must  meet  and  sustain  diverse  needs," 

"But,"  he  cautioned,  "in  diversifying  training  we  must  not  narrow  each 
field  of  specialization  to  such  a  point  as  to  lost  siglit  of  our  common 
heritage  or  our  common  problems  as  citizens,"

If  a  profession  is  to  be  a  respected  one,  those  who  promote  it  cannot 
escape  a  certain  responsibility  to  see  that  the  professional  training  rests 
upon  a  solid  foiindation,  the  graduates  were  told. 

The  liberal  colleges  in  this  country  first  served  as  pre-professional 
schools  for  the  ministry,  Larkin  explained.  Later  the  medical  and  legal 
professions  began  to  require  pre-professional  work  in  an  accredited  college 
before  admission  to  the  professional  schools,  and  the  dental  profession 
followed  suit, 

"The  fact  that  these  four  professions  are  today  the  most  highly 
respected  in  our  society  is  no  accident,"  according  to  Larkina 

The  engineering  profession  has  begun  to  recognize  a  dependence  upon  the 
pre-professional  fundamentals  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  it  was  pointed  out.  At 
the  undergraduate  level,  about  one-half  of  the  professional  engineer's  study 
is  devoted  to  the  general  education  subjects  found  in  the  arts  and  science 
field  and  the  other  half  is  devoted  to  technological  subjects. 

Referring  to  the  engineers,  Larkin  said,  "They  know  that  if  this 
foundation  is  weak  their  entire  educational  structure  is  weakened." 

"What  the  engineers  are  learning  regarding  the  necessity  of  more  and 
better  general  education  is  something  not  to  be  overlooked  by  others  concerned 
with  elevating  the  standards  of  their  profession,"  he  continued^ 

"Remember,"  Larkin  added,  "your  profession  does  not  operate  in  a  vacuum. 
It  is  part  of  the  society  in  which  we  live.  Neither  you  nor  your  profession 
can  escape  the  impact  of  both  the  economic  and  political  forces  i\Thich  surround 
you." 

"You  are  citizens  first  and  alxirays,"  he  reminded  the  graduates,

The  "brain,"  which  will  be  used  in  research  for  the  utility  gas  industry, 
will  be  demonstrated  during  an  open  house  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday, 
June  8-10,  at  the  Institute,  17  West  3l4.th  street. 

Sir  Robert  Watson-Watt,  the  inventor  of  radar  and  president  of  Logistics 
Research,  Inc.,  Redondo  Beach,  Calif,,  which  built  the  machine,  will  be  present 
at  the  open  house  to  explain  applications  of  electronic  computers. 

For  his  pioneer  work  in  radar.  Sir  Robert  was  knighted  in  19li2  by  King 
George  VI  and  was  awarded  the  U.S.  Medal  of  Merit,  the  highest  civilian  award 
in  the  United  States . 

The  computer,  called  ALWAC  III,  will  be  employed  at  the  Institute  in 
computing  composition  of  gas  mixtures,  pressure  drops  and  flows,  flame 
temperati.ires,  thermodynamic  properties  of  ~ases,  and  other  complex  research 
problems .

Construction  will  begin  in  Chicago  Monday,  June  13,  on  a  '';1, 7^0, 000 
research  building  vjhich  will  house  the  nation's  first  private  nuclear  reactor 
for  industrial  research. 

The  building — latest  addition  to  the  facilities  of  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology — will  be  erected  near  35th  and 
State  streets  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus. 

In  addition  to  the  nuclear  reactor,  the  five-floor  structure  will 
house  the  Foundation's  electrical  engineering  and  physics  research  departments, 
Constniction  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  April  1,  1956. 

Ground  breaking  ceremonies  will  be  held  at  11:30  a.m.  Monday,  Brief 
addresses  will  be  given  by  James  D.  Cunningham,  president  of  Republic  Flow 
Meters  company  and  chairman  of  the  Foundation's  board  of  trustees;  Dr.  John  T, 
Rettaliata,  president,  and  Dr.  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  director. 

Construction  of  the  building's  concrete  foundation  has  been  awarded 
to  Paschen  Contractors,  Inc.,  Chicago.  The  superstructure  contract  will  be 
let  in  the  near  future. 

The  research  building  is  the  20th  modern  Ludwig  iiies  van  der  Rohe- 
designed  structure  to  go  up  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus  in  the  last  decade, 
Naess  £t  Murphy  Associate  Architects  and  Ent^ineers,  Chicago,  are  associate 
architects. 

The  nuclear  reactor  is  being  designed  and  constructed  for  Armour 
Research  Foimdation  by  North  American  Aviation,  Inc.,  at  its  Downey,  Calif,, 
plant.

The  reactor  is  being  built  under  terras  of  the  first  construction  permit 
issued  by  the  U,S,  Atomic  Energy  commission  for  a  private  nuclear  reactor 
designed  specifically  for  industrial  research. 

The  permit,  granted  on  March  28,  also  provided  for  the  allocation  of 
uranium  235,  which  will  serve  as  fuel  for  the  nuclear  device e 

Designed  for  ultimate  operation  at  ^0,000  watts,  the  ARF  reactor  tfri.ll 
be  moderated  and  cooled  with  ordinary  water,  and  shielded  for  protection  with 
five  feet  of  concrete.  The  water  will  be  self-contained  and  independent  of 
the  city  supply « 

The  reactor  will  be  used  solely  for  research  on  industrial  problems, 
such  as  studies  dealing  with  sterilization  of  foods  and  drugs;  friction  and 
wear;  medical  applications;  properties  of  materials,  and  radiation  effects  in 
chemistry.  It  will  not  be  used  for  power,  as  in  power  reactors. 

Approximately  20  industrial  concerns  will  participate  in  the  Foundation's 
nuclear  reactor  research  program  through  payments  of  .$20,000,  In  return,  they 
mil  share  in  the  benefit  derived  from  reactor  research  for  three  years.  Ten 
companies  already  have  become  participators. 

The  reactor  will  occupy  one  end  and  tx^ro  floors  of  the  building  and 
will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  physics  research  department. 

Construction  of  the  new  building  marks  the  half-way  point  in  the 
redevelopment  program  of  Technology  Center,  the  name  given  to  the  22-blcck 
educational  and  research  area  which  includes  Illinois  Tech,  Armour  Research 
Foundation,  and  other  affiliated  technological  organizations.

Dependense  on  false  economic  policies  presents  a  greater  tlireat  to  the 
United  States  than  communist  attack,  a  former  United  States  ambassador  told 
members  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  graduating  class  last  night* 

The  speaker  was  James  S.  Kemper,  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Lumbermens 
Mutual  Casualty  company  and  Aiaerican  ambassador  to  Brazil  until  last  January o 
He  addressed  Illinois  Tech's  cora^iencement  exercises  in  Orchestra  hall,  Chicago, 

"I  do  not  believe  that  communist  hordes  can  ever  conquer  us  by  war," 
Kemper  declared.  "The  graver  danger  is  within  our  country.  The  danger  is  that 
by  pursuing  false  economic  policies  too  far,  we  may  pull  down  the  pillars  of 
our  freedom  with  our  own  hands," 

Kemper  praised  President  Eisenhower  for  stem  ing  what  he  called  a 
previous  "orgy  of  government  spending  a" 

"For  that  we  owe  of  debt  of  gratitude  to  President  Eisenhower,  to 
Secretary  (of  the  Treasury)  Humphrey  and  to  many  members  of  Congress,  on  both 
sides  of  the  aisle,"  he  said. 

"Certainly  Senator  Byrd  (D-Va,)  has  fovght  courageously  for  reduced 
spending  and  balanced  budgets.  Now  as  chairman  of  the  Senate  finance  cominittee 
he  is  in  a  position  to  make  his  views  even  more  effective," 

Kemper  emphasized  that  "what  the  Constitution  guaranteed  was  freedom 
and  opportunity,  not  so-called  security  through  government  doles," 

"Actually,"  he  declared,  "complete  social  security  existed  in  America 
only  during  the  time  of  slavery.  Today  it  exists  only  for  those  in  jail  or 
behind  the  iron  or  bamboo  curtains,"

Guaranteed  security  "from  the  cradle  to  the  grave"  and  an  all-powerful 
government  have  been  tried  and  found  wanting  in  the  past,  Kemper  saido  He 
pointed  out  that  the  "real  source  of  economic  progress  has  been  private 
enterprises" 

Kemper  told  the  36I4  graduates  that  the  best  thing  they  can  do  to 
preserve  their  freedom  is  to  "get  into  politics j" 

"By  that  I  do  not  mean  running  for  political  office,"  he  said«  "Rather, 
I  have  in  mind  taking  an  interest  in  government  at  every  level  from  your 
neighborhood  to  the  national  capitol  in  Washington 0 

"I  have  always  felt  that  the  average  American  citizen  complains  more 
than  he  compliments,"  Kemper  said. 

"And  I  am  certain  that  if  he  directed  his  observations  to  his  elected 
representatives  as  well  as  to  his  associates  in  business  or  his  companions 
at  bridge  or  tennis  or  golf,  better  government  would  results 

"Somewhere  the  present  trend  toward  a  government  of  unlimited  power, 
the  multiplication  of  government  enterprises  and  the  illusory  pursuit  of 
progress  without  risk  will  be  arrested — and  reversed — so  that  your  freedom 
will  endure,"  Kemper  predictedo

Strong  mnds,  squalls,  and  tornadoes  in  the  Midwest  kicked  up  Chicago's 
dustfall  during  May  for  an  average  6U  tons  per  square  mile — an  unusually  high 
figiire  for  the  usually  mild  month,. 

The  figure  is  contrasted  v^ith  h9.5  tons  that  fell  during  May,  195l4j  and 
68,3  tons  in  April  of  this  year,  according  to  scientists  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Ordinarily^  the  dustfall  decreases  sharply  from  April  to  May  as  the  use 
of  furnaces  declines.  Last  month  was  no  exception  as  Chicago  enjoyed  its 
warmest  May  since  I9UI4  with  an  average  temperature  of  63.8  degrees. 

But  high  VTinds  and  a  dry  period  in  the  first  half  of  the  month  combined 
to  stir  up  the  city's  settled  dust, 

Dustfall  samples  are  taken  at  2^  locations  throughout  Chicago  each  month 
by  Armour  Research  Foundation  for  the  city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control

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CHICAGO — A  force  "greater  than  the  atomic  bomb" — peacetime  nuclear 
energy — was  carried  a  step  further  here  Monday,  June  13 j  as  construction  began 
on  a  building  to  house  the  nation's  first  industrial  research  reactor. 

Ground  was  broken  near  35th  and  State  streets  for  a  $1,750,000  fivs- 
floor  research  building  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology, 

In  addition  to  the  nuclear  reactor,  the  building  will  house  the 
Foundation's  physics  and  electrical  engineering  research  departments.  It  will 
be  completed  by  April  1,  1956, 

James  D,  Cunningham,  chairman  of  the  Foundation's  board  of  trustees 
and  president  of  Republic  Flow  Meters  company,  said  "the  final  impact  of 
non-military  application  of  atomic  energy  in  changing  the  course  of  xTOrld 
affairs  will  be  even  greater  than  the  atomic  bomb," 

But,  he  said,  there  are  many  yet  unkno'wn  benefits  of  atomic  energy  which 
now  can  be  exploited  with  the  Foundation's  nuclear  reactor, 

Dr,  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president,  and  Dr.  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  director, 
also  spoke  at  the  ceremonies  for  the  new  building,  which  mil  be  the  20th

Rettaliata  said  addition  of  the  building  to  the  facilities  of  Armour

Centered  within  the  building,  he  saids  >jill  be  two  of  the  most  important 
areas  of  research — nuclear  energy  and  electronics*  "In  both  of  these  we  have 
just  scratched  the  surface*" 

Leedy  called  the  ground  breaking  "a  historic  occasion"  that  would  lead 
to  the  "npening  of  new  research  frontiers*"  By  deciding  to  build  the  reactor, 
he  said  the  Foundation  has  assumed  a  position  of  leadership  in  the  peacetime 
applications  of  nuclear  energy* 

He  singled  out  two  d  evelopments  that  have  taken  place  in  the  atomic

Approximately  20  industrial  concerns  will  participate  in  the  Foundation's 
nuclear  reactor  research  program  through  payments  of  $20,000*  In  return,  they 
will  share  in  benefits  derived  from  the  research  for  three  years. 

The  reactor  is  being  built  by  North  American  Aviation,  Inc»,  at  its 
Downey,  Calif*,  plant  under  a  construction  permit  issued  by  the  U,S«  Atomic 
Energy  commission*  The  permit  x^^as  the  first  to  be  issued  by  the  AEC  for  a 
private  nuclear  reactor  designed  specifically  for  industrial  research, 

Paschen  Contractors,  Inc.,  Chicago,  begin  construction  of  the  building's 
concrete  foundation.  The  contract  for  building  the  superstructure  will  be  let 
in  the  near  future.

— Research  training  must  be  an  integral  part  of 
formal  education,  if  students  are  tr»  learn  to  appraise  society  critically. 

This  was  stated  here  today  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Society  for  Engineering  Education  at  Pennsylvania  State  universitye 

Stressing  the  importance  of  college  research  training  in  developing 
leaders  capable  of  evaluating  and  dealing  with  the  world's  increasingly  complex 
economic,  social,  and  political  problems,  the  Illinois  Tech  president  declared: 

"The  research  scientist  or  engineer  early  learns  that  no  premise  is  to 
be  accepted  as  valid  until  it  has  been  proven," 

He  pointed  out  that  the  volume  of  knowledge  has  become  so  vast  that 
colleges  and  universities  can  present  only  its  rudiments,  adding: 

"We  cannot  make  encyclopedias  of  our  students,  but  we  can  hope  to  teach 
them  fundamental  principles  and  techniques  which  are  applicable  in  the 
solution  of  all  problems — the  acquisition  of  all  available  information,  the 
formulation  of  hypotheses,  the  test  of  hypotheses  by  experiments  and  known 
facts,  and  the  tentative  and  critical  acceptance  of  solutions o 

"This  kind  of  education  is  best  exemplified  in  research  training,"  he 
emphasized. 

Education  by  research  training,  Rettaliata  said,  has  important  effe.;t5 
on  the  student  attitude  and  progress.  He  cited  at  least  seven  results? 
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--Adds  interest  to  the  student's  programs, 

— Develops  the  ability  to  exercise  honest  intellectual  inquiry  and 
judgment , 

— Creates  a  desire  to  discover  new  facts,  relations,  and  principles, 

— Gives  greater  depths  of  understanding, 

— Promotes  critical  evaluation  of  his  o-vm  experiments  as  well  as  the 
work  of  other  people. 

— Develops  understanding  of  research  principles  which  enables  the 
student  to  apply  critical  methods  of  judgment  to  fields  other  than  his  own 
specialityo 

— Helps  the  student  to  become  more  self-reliant  in  his  thinking, 

Rettaliata  warned  that  environment  has  a  major  influence  on  the 
student's  ability  to  learn, 

"A  department  where  little  or  no  research  is  conducted,"  he  saidj 
"normally  find  instructors  teaching  'from  the  book', 

"Regardless of  the  sincerity  and  devotion  of  the  instructors,  the 
atmosphere  of  learning  becomes  sterile  and  routine," 

He  cautioned  against  emphasissing  research  in  certain  fields  at  the 
expense  of  others,  or  in  which  the  goals  are  too  limited,  which  "can  tend  to 
divert  scholars  in  the  colleges  and  universities  from  research  ^^7hich  extends 
the  boundaries  of  knowledge, 

"If  the  purpose  of  education  by  research  training  is  to  increase 
knowledge  and  understanding,  it  is  important  that  the  research  undertaken 
be  devoted  to  achieving  that  missiono" 
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An  $800  scholarship  has  been  established  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  for  a  senior  or  graduate  student  specializing  in  acoustics. 

The  scholarship,  which  covers  tuition  costs  for  a  year,  was 
crested  by  Shure  Brothers,  Inc.,  Chicago  manufacturers  of  microphones 
and  acoustic  devices.

Only  stipulation  relating  to  the  fello^^^ship  is  that  the 
recipient  must  conduct  a  program  of  research  on  a  phase  of  chemical 
engineering  of  interest  to  the  petroleum  industrj^e 
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University  Park,  Pa, --Reputable  in-plant  training  courses  should  be 
accreditable  toward  advanced  degrees  in  engineering  or  science,  the  American 
Society  for  Engineering  Education  was  told  here  today. 

The  view  was  expressed  in  a  paper  by  Robert  C,  Kintner,  professor  cf 
chemical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  at  the 
society's  annual  meeting  at  Pennsylvania  State  universityo 

Kintner  admitted  that  in-plant  courses  given  by  industrial  organiziations 
sometimes  do  not  meet  the  high  academic  standards  established  hj   graduate 
schoolSo 

"Once  such  standards  of  quality  are  met,  however,"  he  asserted;,  "there 
is  no  reason  to  penalize  an  employe  (who  is  working  toward  an  advanced  degvoe) 
because  he  took  a  com.pany  course.  He  should  not  be  made  to  repeat  the  course 
in  a  college  classroom  and  be  bored  with  the  procedure," 

Kintner  said  that  most  graduate  schools  do  not  permit,  or  limit,  the 
transfer  of  credits  from  other  universities  and  colleges,  Illinois  Tech,  like 
most  other  accredited  institutions,  accepts  the  transfer  of  only  a  small 
amovint,  he  pointed  out, 

"After  satisfying  ourselves  that  a  company-given  course  is  of  high 
caliber,  is  given  bj'-  a  competent  teacher,  and  is  a  valid  part  of  a  degree 
program  existing  on  the  campus,  we  see  no  reason  to  differentiate  bettireen  such 
a  course  and  one  given  at  a  distant  college,"  he  saido 
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Kintner  described  IIT's  procedure  in  handling  in-plant  courses  of 
the  Commonwealth  Edison  company,  Chicago,  some  of  which  nearly  duplicate 
courses  given  in  the  Illinois  Tech  electrical  engineering  department, 

"Our  electrical  engineering  department  has  found  that  a  satisfactory 
performance  in  the  examinations  given  by  the  Commonwealth  Edison  instructor 
is  a  sufficient  criterion  to  extablish  credit^"  he  said, 

Kintner' 3  paper  was  read  by  Stanton  E,  Winston,  dean  of  the  evening 
division  at  Illinois  Tech, 
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While  most  students  are  taki.ng  the  summer  off,  10  seasoned  engineers 
have  returned  to  the  classroom  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

They  compose  the  student  body  of  an  unique  two-week  course  in  basic 
oil  hydraulic  power  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of  Industrial 
Hydraulics, 

Purpose  of  the  service  course  for  industry  is  to  provide  special 
training  in  the  field  of  hydraulic  power,  according  to  Frank  D,  Garvin, 
professor  and  director  of  mechanical  engineering  at  IIT, 

The  course  is  divided  into  eight  periods,  ranging  from  a  half  to  three 
days.  Major  topics  are  the  fundamentals  of  fluid  mechanics;  properties  of 
hydraulic  fluids,  and  the  generation,  utilization,  transmission,  storage 
and  intensification,  control,  and  application  of  oil  hydraulic  poxirer. 

Instructors  for  the  course  are  staff  members  of  the  mechanical 
engineering  department  and  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology.  Robert  A.  Harmon,  ARF  research  engineer^  is  in 
charge  of  instruction o 

All  sessions  are  being  held  in  the  Oil  Hydraulics  laboratory  of  the 
Mechanics  building,  33rd  and  Federal  streets.  They  began  June  13  and  tri.ll  end 
June  2h»

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Lack  of  knowledge  about  scholarship  opportunities  is  causing  many 
capable  youngsters  to  miss  out  on  a  college  education. 

That  is  the  opinion  of  Clarence  A,  Deakins,  dean  of  students  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  where  approximately  UUO  financial  aid  grants 
are  available  each  year  to  students, 

"Numerous  scholarships  at  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
country  are  going  unused  because  talented  high  school  graduates  know  nothing 
of  them,"  Deakins  said, 

"Here  at  Illinois  Tech,  for  example,  we  feel  that  too  few  have 
investigated  the  opportunities  offered, 

"Some  of  these  depend  on  specific  conditions — such  as  hometovm  or  parents' 
place  of  employment — which  make  it  comparatively  easy  far  qualified  high  school 
graduates  fulfilling  them  to  gain  financial  aid,"  Deakins  pointed  out. 

"But  most  youngsters  don't  even  Icnow  such  opportunites  exist,"  he  added. 

"For  instance,"  Deakins  said,  "full  tuition  scholarships  are  awarded 
yearly  by  local  Illinois  Tech  alumni  clubs  from  coast  to  coast.  In  the  Midwest, 
clubs  are  located  in  cities  throughout  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  liicliigan,  and 
other  states  . 

Candidates  need  only  be  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools  and  have 
been  in  the  upper  half  of  their  class  to  be  eligible  for  consideration  by  the 
local  club,

"Many  scholarships  have  been  established  at  IIT  by  industrial  firms  and 
other  organizations  for  em.ployes>  sons  and  daughters  of  employes,  or 
residents  of  the  area  where  the  company  is  located,"  Deakins  said. 

Typical  of  these  is  that  set  up  by  the  H,K.  Pf^rter  company,  Inc.,  for 
the  Delta  Star  Electric  oompany,  Chicago,  It  provides  tuition  for  one  year 
for  qualified  hi^h  school  graudates  who  are  sons  of  Delta  Star  Electric 
employes  or  sons  of  employes  of  affilated  organizations  of  the Torter^-Gompanys 

In  addition,  it  is  renewable  for  the  student's  next  three  years  at 
Illinois  Tech« 

Similar  grants,  providing  vai'ying  amounts  of  financial  assistance, 
are  awSirded  annually  by  such  organizations  as  Edward  Don  and  company.  National 
Malleable  and  Steel  Hastings  company.  National  Association  r>if   Power  Engineers, 
Nescn  foundation,  Public  Schools  Engineers  union,  and  the  VJhiting  corporation. 

And  there  are  even  scholarships  at  IIT  for  VJ-orld  War  I  veterans,  Deakins 
pointed  out.  These  were  established  under  the  LaVerne  Noyes  scholai-sliip  fund 
for  men  and  women  who  are  veterans--or  descendents  of  veterans — who  served  in 
the  United  States  armed  forces  during  the  first  World  War. 

"Capable  high  school  graduates— esnecially  those  living  in  the  Chicago 
area — should  be  able  t«  finance  an  education  at  IIT  without  any  seirious 
financial  difficulty,"  Deakins  foncluded.

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People  who  violate  fireworks  laws  for  the  sake  of  a  few  moments  of 
excitement  are  taking  their  lives  into  their  hands « 

"There  is  no  such  thing  as  safe  fireworks,"  according  to  VJillis  G„  Labes, 
associate  professor  of  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

"Yet  parents  who  think  it  unwise  to  let  children  play  x-jith  matches 
frequently  allow  them  to  set  off  fireworks,"  Labes  pointed  outo 

Even  sparklers,  which  had  been  considered  relatively  safe  fireworks  for 
children,  have  been  know  to  set  clothing  on  fire  and  cause  blindness,  he  declared l 

Despite  legislation  and  enforcement  many  persons  lose  their  lives  or 
are  mained  each  year  as  a  result  of  fireworks, 

"It  is  unfortunate  that  strong  legal  action  is  necessary  to  prevent  people 
from  self-destruction  and  mutilation— especially  ^^rhe^e  the  danger  is  so  evident," 
Labes  saida 

Citing  statistics  for  the  citj'-  of  Chicago,  he  pointed  out  that  10  fires 
and  three  casualties  resulted  from  fireworks  in  195U  as  compared  to  the  55  deaths 
and  injuries  and  I43  fires  in  1953.  In  19^2,  there  were  five  casualties  and  17 
fires  in  Chicago  as  a  direct  result  of  fireworks » 

"Legislation  and  enforcement  alone  will  not  eliminate  the  menace," 
Labes  said, 

"Adults,  as  well  as  children,  must  be  made  to  realize  the  potential 
danger  in  fireworks,  whether  caps  or  skyrockets,"  he  added, 

"The  Fourth  of  July  has  become  a  holocaust  instead  of  a  holiday  for  many 

Americans  and  will  continue  to  be  so  until  they  realize  the  danger  of  fireworks," 
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A  device  that  will  provide  more  accurate  metecrological  information 
for  weather  forecasting  and  will  result  in  the  rec^uction  of  fuel  consumption 
in  high-speed  aircraft  is  being  developed  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

In  a  project  for  the  Air  Research  and  Development  Command,  scientists 
in  the  Foundation's  heat-power  research  department  are  studying  the 
application  of  vortex  tubes  for  the  measurement  of  free  air  tenperature 
from  planes  traveling  at  supersonic  speeds. 

This  instrument  will  enable  the  new  high  speed  weather  (observation 
planes  to  obtain  more  accurate  measurements  of  air  temperature  for 
predicting  weather  conditions,  according  to  Jack  C.  Hedge,  project  engineer. 

Present  methods  of  collecting  this  information  have  been  found  to 
be  inadequate  for  high  speed  aircraft,  he  said. 

The  vortex  thermometer  also  will  enable  planes  to  locates  jet  streams, 
resulting  in  the  reduction  of  fuel  consumption.  A  plane  flying  at  an 
air  speed  of  200  miles  an  hour  can  increase  its  ground  speed  to  300  miles 
by  flying  in  a  lC0~mile-an-hour  jet  stream. 

Other  possible  applications  for  the  device  are  in  military  fire 
control  systems  and  for  refrigeration.  Use  of  the  tube  for  refrigeration 
has  been  considered  at  the  Foundation  but  has  been  found  to  be  rather 
inefficient  except  in  special  apolicatione.

Purpose  of  the  ARF  study  is  to  develop  an  instrument  capable  of 
measuring  the  true  free  air  temperature  for  planes  traveling  1^  times 
the  speed  of  sound  at  altitudes  ranging  from  sea  level  to  60^000  feet. 

The  vortex  tube  is  the  firs:t  known  practical  device  that  will 
measure  this  temperature  directly,  although  indirect  means  have  been  used 
previously,  Hedge  explained. 

In  the  Armour  study,  scientists  are  using  the  uniflow  tirpe  vortex 
tube— a  eylindffirical  pipe  which  creates  a  whirlpool,  or  vortex,  when  air 
enters  the  tubfi  at  an  angle  to  the  opening. 

The  vortex  creates  a  cold  air  region  in  the  center  of  the  tube  whi'^ii 
compensates  for  the  aerodynamic  heating  effect  produced  by  high  speeds. 

As  a  result,  a  vortex  thermometer  has  been  developed  that  measures 
true  air  temperature  independently  of  aircraft  velocity  and  with  little 
effect  upon  performance  at  altitudes  up  to  U0,000  feet.

Redevelopment  plans  for  a  blighted  area  on  Chicago's  South  Side — designed 
by  20  juniors  in  architecture  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago — have 
been  submitted  to  the  International  School  Competition  at  The  Hague,  Netherlands* 

Illinois  Tech  is  one  of  l|6  institutions  throughout  the  world  that  have 
been  invited  to  enter  undergraduate  architectural  projects  made  during  the  195U- 
55  school  year,  according  to  Reginald  F,  Malcolmson,  IIT  assistant  orofessor  of 
architecture. 

Organized  by  the  International  Union  of  Architects  in  collaboration 
with  UNESCO,  the  projects  are  being  displayed  at  the  Musee  de  la  Hague  during 
the  Uth  lUA  congress  July  11  through  16, 

Housing  will  be  the  theme  of  the  student  exhibits  to  coincide  with  the 
general  theme  of  the  lUA  congress  on  "Housing  Problems  of  Today  and  Tcmorrowe" 

The  Illinois  Tech  project — formulated  in  collaboration  with  the  Ada  S, 
McKinley  Community  House — shows  the  redevelopment  of  a  run-doim  area  bounded  by 
35th  and  37th  streets,  Rhodes  and  South  Park  way,  on  Chicago's  South  Side, 

Preparation  cost  and  shipping  charges  of  the  IIT  exhibit  have  been 
undervrritten  b-  two  nationally  known  architectural  firms — Shaw,  Meta,  &  Dolio 
and  Skidmore,  Owings,  ?c  Merrill, 

Photographs  of  the  models  and  theoretical  studies  of  the  various  tj^jes 
of  structures  included  in  the  plan  show  tlie  stages  of  redevelopment  of  a  20-acre 
area  which  eventually  will  provide  housing  for  1,000  persons  at  a  reduced  density 
of  S^O  people  per  acre  as  compared  to  the  present  density  of  70  people  per  acre.

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The  influence  of  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  internationally  knox-m 
architect  who  heads  the  Illinois  Tech  architecture  department,  is  evident  in  the 
design  of  multi-story  apartment  buildings,  four-story  walk-up,  and  roX'j  housing, 
single  family  dwellings,  and  a  kindergarten  school  called  for  in  the  plan. 

Six  other  American  institutions  invited  to  participate  in  the  competition

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Starting  salaries  for  beginning  engineers  continue  to  increase  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  according  to  figures  compiled  by  Earl 
C«  Kubicek,  dire  eta*  of  alumni  relations  and  placement« 

They  show  that  the  starting  pay  of  the  1955  June  engineering  graduate 
with  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  climbed  to  l38l  per  month,  as  compared 
to  the  $363  received  by  the  195^4  June  graduate. 

The  figure  is  a  drop  from  the  all-time  high  of  ^383  received  by  the 
1955  January  engineering  class.  But,  Kubicek  pointed  out,  the  differences 
in  the  size  of  classes  and  other  factors  account  for  the  invariably  higher 
starting  wage  received  by  mid-year  grads. 

Averages,  based  on  the  starting  salaries  of  combined  June  and  January 
graduating  classes  at  I IT,  have  increased  every  year  since  191^9  when  the 
average  was  $282  per  month,  Kubicek  said, 

.  In  1950  it  Jumped  to  $288j  1951,  $295;  1952,  $328j  1953,  $362;  195U, 
$368,  and  1955,  t3Q2. 

For  the  first  time,  starting  salaries  of  specific  categories  of 
engineers  topped  the  $1^00  mark,  with  1955  June  electrical  engineers  receiving 
$1416  and  metallurgical  engineers  getting  $l;0l4, 

A  year  ago,  electrical  engineers  received  $386,  as  compared  to  $390 
in  January,  11955»  Metallurgical  engineers  received  $377  in  June,  195^4,  and 
$397  in  January,  1955.

Ave-i^ages   are  based  on  reports  from  71  per  cent  of  the  IIT  engineering 
graduating  class  of  22^,     The  remaining  graduates  are  evening  students 
(all  of  who  already  held  full-time  positions),  members  of  the  Navy  and  Air 
Force  Researve  Officers'  Training  corps  program,   others  who  entered 
immediately  into  military  service,   and  those  who  continued  on  into  graduate 
school. 

Members  of  the  June,  19?5,  engineering  class  participated  in  a  record 
1,233  personal  interviews  with  companies,  arranged  by  the  placement  office, 
as  compared  to  1,089  in  June,  1951i. 

The  latest  mark,    although  an  all-time  high  for  total  interviews, 
averaged  only  six  interviews  per  graduate.     The  figure  has  run  as  high  as 
nine  per  person  in  past  years,   Kubicek  said.

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Two  physics  professors  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  have  received  grants  totaling  $24,800  from  the  National 
Science  foundation  for  the  support  of  basic  research  in  the  natural 
sciences. 

Dr.  Forrest  F.  Cleveland  received  $13,500  for  a  two-year 
project  on  the  "Spectroscopic  Determination  of  Molecular  Therodynamic 
Properties,"  while  Dr.  William  E.  Bennett  was  awarded  $11,300  for  the 
same  period  for  research  into  "Nuclear  Reactions  with  Alpha-Particles 
of  Low  Energy." 

The  awards  are  part  of  297  grants  totaling  about  $2,810,000 
presented  thus  far  this  year  for  the  support  of  research,  for 
conferences  and  studies  on  science,  scientific  information  exchange, 
and  for  attendance  at  scientific  meetings. 

A  third  IIT  staff  member,  Dr.  Myron  L.  Bender,  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry,  received  one  of  the  travel  grants 
Through  it,  he  is  attending  the  fourteenth  International  Union  of 
Pure  and  Applied  Chemistry  July  21-27  in  Zurich,  Switzerland.   Bender 
resides  at  9622  Lowell  avenue,  Skokie,  111.

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Chemical  aspects  of  nuclear  energy  will  be  the  subject  of 
a  course  to  be  offered  during  the  fall  semester  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Purpose  of  the  two-credit  class  is  to  discuss  some  of  the 
many  problems  of  a  chemical  nature  which  arise  in  the  utilization 
of  nuclear  energy,  according  to  Dr.  Martin  L.  Kilpatrick,  chairman 
of  the  IIT  chemistry  department. 

The  class  will  meet  from  6:20  to  8  p.m.  Mondays,  beginning 
Sept .  19 . 

Lecturer  will  be  Dr.  Joseph  J.  Katz,  senior  chemist  at  the 
Argonne  National  laboratory,  who  has  been  active  in  the  field  of 
nuclear  energy  since  he  received  his  doctorate  in  the  field  in  1942. 

Focal  point  will  be  a  discussion  of  the  scientific  fundamentals 
of  the  operation  of  various  types  of  nuclear  reactors  and  an  examination 
of  the  chemical  problems  involved  in  their  functioning. 

A  detailed  study  of  the  chemistry  of  the  actinide  elements 
will  be  made,  with  special  emphasis  being  given  to  the  chemistry  of 
the  fissile  elements,  uranium  and  plutonium.   Occurence  in  nature, 
preparation  of  the  synthetic  trans-uranium  elements,  and  important 
compounds  and  reactions  will  be  described. 
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Basic  chemical  principles  then  will  be  applied  to  the  processing 
of  nuclear  fuels,  and  other  aspects  of  the  problem  will  be  touched 
upon.   The  emphasis  throughout  will  be  on  the  chemistry  involved 
rather  than  on  reactor  design  or  engineering. 

Katz,  who  has  done  significant  research  in  uranium  and 
actinide  element  chemistry,  is  co-author  and  co-editor  of  a  number 
of  standard  books  on  actinide  element  chemistry  and  is  the  American 
editor  of  the  Journal  of  Inorganic  Nuclear  Energy  and  a  member  of  the 
editorial  board  of  Inorganic  Synthesis. 

He  also  is  chairman  of  the  chemistry  department  of  the  Argonne 
School  of  Nuclear  Science  and  Technology  and  past  chairman  of  the 
Gordon  Research  conference  on  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

Prerequisite  of  the  course  will  be  general  college  chemistry. 

Properly  registered  auditors  will  be  welcome.

The  advance  schedule  calls  for  Aug.  29  to  be  devoted  to 
corrosive  liquids  (acids  and  caustics),  Aug.  30  to  compressed  gases 
and  chemicals  in  general  purpose  tanks,  and  Aug.  31  to  speciality 
tanks  (foodstuffs,  asphalt,  solids,  and  fertilizer  solutions). 

Classes  will  be  instructed  by  personnel  experienced  in  tank 
truck  operations  and  chemicals.   General  division  of  classes  and 
classification  of  instructors  follow: 
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Properties  of  materials,  a  chemist  or  engineer  of  a  manufacturer 
or  shipper;  design  of  equipment,  an  engineer  of  a  tank  truck 
manufacturer;  safety  precautions,  an  engineer  of  a  manufacturer  or 
a  safety  engineer  of  an  insurance  company;  cleaning  and  repair,  an 
engineer  of  a  tank  truck  manufacturer;  loading,  unloading,  and 
operation,  an  operations  manager  for  a  tank  truck  carrier,  and  legal 
requirements,  a  member  of  the  National  Tank  Truck  Carriers  staff.

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Nuclear  power  production  and  the  construction  of  high  temperature- 
high  pressure  power  plants  will  highlight  the  18th  annual  American 
Power  conference  at  the  Hotel  Sherman,  Chicago,  March  21-23. 

The  conference  is  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  cooperation  with  13  universities  and  nine  national  and  regional 
technical  societies. 

More  than  3,000  executives,  engineers,  educators,  and  government 
officials  will  attend  the  three-day  conference,  which  also  will  have 
technical  sessions  on  central  station  power  plants  and  equipment, 
hydroelectric  power,  water  resources,  air  pollution,  and  electrical 
transmission  and  distribution. 

Conference  director  Roland  A,  Budenholzer,  professor  of  mechanical 
engineering  at  Illinois  Tech,  expects  approximately  1,000  persons  to 
attend  the  all  engineers'  dinner  and  sessions  on  nuclear  power.   Companies 
planning  construction  of  nuclear  power  plants  will  report  on  their 
progress. 

Much  interest  will  be  centered  on  technological  and  economic 
problems  of  building  supercritical  (high  temperature-high  pressure)  power 
plants,  which  are  expected  to  materially  reduce  power  costs  in  the  future.

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How  much  money  should  a  company  spend,  and  what  ways  should  it 
be  used,  to  provide  protection  against  atomic  attack? 

These  and  related  questions  will  be  discussed  Nov.  17  at  a 
conference  on  "The  A-Bomb  and  Industry — a  Prescription  for  Survival" 
sponsored  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago. 

Several  hundred  Midwest  industrialists  are  expected  to  attend 
the  conference  to  be  held  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus. 

Subjects  scheduled  for  discussion,  in  addition  to  the  economics 
of  A-bomb  and  H-bomb  protection,  include: 

— The  danger  faced  in  the  event  of  an  atomic  attack. 

— Protection  possibilities,  including  dispersion  of  industry, 
underground  construction,  and  strenthening  of  existing  buildings. 

— Industry  operation  under  emergency  conditions,  continuity  of 
management,  and  location  and  preservation  of  vital  records. 

— Protection  construction  in  designing  new  buildings  and  in 
strengthening  old  ones. 

The  question  of  "how  much  money  should  be  spent  for  how  much 
protection"  must  be  solved  if  a  sound  program  of  plant  protection  is 
to  be  developed,  according  to  conference  chairman  Raymond  W.  Sauer, 
supervisor  of  the  Foundation's  structural  research  group. 
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"Attempts  to  provide  protection  for  all  of  the  country's 
industrial  establishments  would  be  far  too  costly  to  be  undertaken," 
Sauer  explained. 

"Some  formula  must  be  devised  to  serve  as  a  guide  in 
establishing  priorities  for  the  protection  of  selected  operations 
within  the  individual  companies,  as  well  as  among  the  industrial 
areas." 

I 

Conference  speakers  will  include  authorities  representing 
industry,  government,  and  educational  and  research  institutions. 
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Camp  housing  that  brings  more  of  the  outdoors  indoors  without  the 
discomforts  of  "roughing  it"  has  been  developed  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago. 

A  permanent  structure  for  year-round  use  and  a  demountable  type 
shelter  have  been  designed  by  students  at  IIT's  Institute  of  Design 
in  a  $5,000  experimental  shelter  design  project  for  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  of  Chicago. 

The  new  structures  retain  the  primitive  quality  characteristic  of 
camp  living  but  utilize  contemporary  materials,  according  to  Charles 
Forberg,  assistant  professor  of  shelter  design  at  Illinois  Tech. 

They  have  been  erected  on  YMCA  campsites  along  Lake  Hastings  near 
Lake  Villa,  111.,  55  north  of  Chicago. 

Significant  features  of  the  new  sleeping  and  living  quarters  are: 

— A  greater  degree  of  openness  than  in  traditional  camp  shelters. 

— A  reduction  of  10  degrees  in  the  inside  temperature. 

— Greater  flexibility  in  the  arrangement  of  camp  housing  and 
selection  of  campsites. 

— Minimum  maintenance  as  a  result  of  the  choice  of  materials. 

The  structures  will  be  used  as  experimental  units  by  the  Chicago 
YMCA  to  get  the  reaction  of  the  campers  and  to  evaluate  the  stability 
and  desirability  of  the  buildings,  according  to  Raymond  R.  Ramseyer. 
metropolitan  boys  work  and  camping  secretary  of  the  Chicago  "Y." 
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"If  the  experimental  units  prove  successful,"  Ramseyer  said, 
"the  Chicago  YMCA  will  use  the  new  type  structures  exclusively 
throughout  its  one  undeveloped  property." 

The  permanent  structure  was  designed  and  contructed  by  three 
juniors  in  product  design  at  TIT:   Robert  Mestrovic,  3527  S.  Lowe 
avenue,  and  George  Wolf,  3155  Archer  avenue,  both  of  Chicago,  and 
Robert  Turner,  20  Linebrook  road,  Ipswich,  Mass. 

Constructed  on  a  concrete  slab  with  inside  floor  space  of 
16  X  20  feet — it  provides  sleeping  quarters  for  eight  campers  and  a 
counselor.   Height  of  the  structure  is  13|  feet  at  the  ridge  point. 

Designed  in  a  "A"  frame,  or  tent-shape,  it  features  an  8  x  16 
strip  of  translucent  fiberglass  in  the  roof  that  permits  sunlight  to 
enter  the  cabin  but  deflects  much  of  the  heat  of  the  sun.   The  five 
remaining  roof  panels  are  corrugated  aluminum. 

All  of  the  roof  units  can  be  assembled  on  the  ground,  complete 
with  wood  framing,  half-inch  building  board,  aluminum  roofing  or 
fiberglass  ,  and  then  tilted  into  position  to  speed  up  the  construction 
process,  Forberg  explained. 

Three  plywood  doors,  painted  a  brilliant  blue  and  white,  open 
out  at  either  end  of  the  shelter  to  create  a  closer  relationship  with 
the  outdoors.   Glass  fiber  screening  protects  the  campers  from  insects. 

Continuous  ventilation  is  provided  winter  and  summer  through 
folding  plywood  vent  panels  at  the  lower  edge  of  the  roof  and  through 
vents  at  the  ridge  point . 

Special  double-deck  bunks  will  be  modified  to  fit  into  the  slope 
on   one  side  of  the  structure,  leaving  the  other  side  open  for  cabin 
activities.   Space  created  between  the  beds  by  the  slope  will  be  used 
for  storage  units. 
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The  second  project,  a  demountable  type  structure  planned  as  a 
summer  shelter,  was  designed  by  Robert  Hunter,  245  W.  North  avenue, 
Chicago,  and  Don  Davidson,  51  Mountain  street,  Waterloo,  Quebec,  Canada, 
both  juniors  at  the  Institute  of  Design. 

It  can  be  moved  around  the  campsite  to  regroup  the  camp  for 
different  age  groups,  for  segregating?  boys  and  girls,  or  for  a  change 
of  scenery,  Forberg  pointed  out. 

The  problems  faced  in  designing  the  temporary  structure  were  to 
keep  it  as  light  as  possible  yet  durable  to  withstand  handling  and  to 
keep  it  independent  of  the  camp  site  so  that  all  parts  would  remain  with 
the  building. 

This  was  solved  by  using  a  steel  tubing  framework  covered  by  two 
types  of  fabrics  and  attaching  it  to  a  floor  formed  of  10  stressed  skin 
box  beams  that  fit  into  a  12  x  20  foot  frame.   Tripod  footings, 
adjustable  withing  a  21  foot  range,  support  the  frame  at  four  points. 

The  upper  part  of  the  steel  tubing  framework  is  covered  in 
neoprene  coated  nylon  with  a  top  surface  of  aluminum  pigment.   Frequently 
used  for  truck  tarpaulins,  it  is  only  half  the  weight  of  usual  tent 
material,  has  a  greater  resistence  to  rot  and  abrasion  than  canvas,  and 
reflects  a  large  percentage  of  the  heat  of  the  sun. 

A  translucent  white  nylon  fabric  with  a  water  repellent  finish  is 
used  to  cover  the  lower  sections  which  form  the  sides  of  the  structure. 

The  end  panels  are  screened  with  an  orlon  net  screening  and  are 
equipped  with  the  same  translucent  nylon  fabric  panels  to  conceal  the 
ends  in  inclement  weather. 

The  temporary  structure — somewhat  similar  in  shape  to  the  canopy 
of  a  covered  wagon — will  house  six  to  eight  campers. 
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David  H.  Kirkeby  has  been  appointed  assistant  manager  of  the 
heat-power  research  department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

One  of  Kirkeby's  main  responsibilities  will  be  to  help  develop 
projects  for  new  areas  of  research,  according  to  O.E.  Teichmann, 
department  manager. 

Kirkeby  comes  to  Armour  Research  Foundation  from  Liquid 
Carbonic  corporation,  where  he  was  on  the  engineering  staff  for  ten 
years.   During  World  War  II,  he  was  a  procurement  officer  for 
the  Treasury  department . 

Kirkeby  lives  with  his  wife  in  Mt .  Prospect,  111.   Their 
daughter  attends  the  University  of  Illinois. 
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Improper  burning  of  trash  today  was  called  one  of  the  major 
contributors  to  Chicago's  litter  problem. 

The  statement  was  made  by  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
chairman  of  the  air  pollution  phase  of  Mayor  Richard  J.  Daley's 
cleanup  champign. 

Leedy  said  the  proper  handling  of  trash  would  do  much  to 
reduce  the  litter  on  Chicago's  alleys,  streets,  and  parks. 

As  a  means  of  cutting  down  on  the  air  contamination,  he  urged 
residents  to  stop  burning  trash  in  the  alleys  and  to  do  a  better  job 
of  disposing  of  rubbish  in  incinerators  and  furnaces. 

He  also  suggested  that  Chicagoans : 

— Take  advantage  of  the  summer  weather  to  have  their  furnaces 
cleaned. 

— Landscape,  pave,  or  otherwise  protect  vacant  lots,  parking 
areas,  and  other  open  spaces  to  prevent  the  wind  from  picking  up 
dust  and  dirt . 

— Keep  their  automobiles  in  good  mechanical  condition  to  cut  dow: 
on  air  pollution  resulting  from  poor  gas  combustion. 

"The  general  rules  of  good  housekeeping,"  he  said,  "apply  to  the 
improvement  of  Chicago's  air  pollution  and  litter  conditions." 

Rubbish,  Leedy  pointed  out,  must  be  disposed  of  in  a  way  in  whicl 
the  wind  cannot  disperse  the  ashes  and  fumes  to  the  harm  or 


discomfort  of  others. 
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He  said  there  is  a  right  way  and  a  wrong  way  to  burn  trash,  and 
to  fire  a  furnace. 

V/hen  the  trash  is  in  an  outdoor  container,  the  fire  should  be 
started  at  the  top  and  on  the  opposite  side  the  wind  is  blowing. 

When  the  trash  is  spread  on  the  ground  in  an  open  area,  the 
same  location  rule  applies  in  starting  the  fire.   The  ashes  should  be 
placed  in  a  closed  container. 

Rubbish  to  be  burned  in  a  furnace  should  be  placed  on  the  cold, 
rather  than  the  hot,  coals. 

A  clean  furnace  plus  a  clean  chimney  and  good  damper  control 
save  fuel  and  avoid  smoke,  Leedy  emphasized. 

"Having  a  clean  furnace,  however,  does  not  in  itself  result 
in  effective  operation,"  he  explained. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  scientists  have  estimated  that 
unnecessary  smoke  from  improperly  built  fires  in  home  furnaces  alone 
constitute  10  per  cent  of  Chicago's  dustfall,  Leedy  stated. 

He  criticized  the  usual  method  of  firing  a  furnace  once  in  the 
morning  and  again  in  the  evening.   In  most  cases  this  is  done  by 
smothering  the  fire  with  coal.   Such  an  approach  creates  a  smudge, 
often  lasting  for  several  hours,  he  added. 

Leedy  also  pointed  to  the  importance  of  keeping  automobiles 
ill  good  running  condition. 

"As  a  rule,  the  better  the  car's  condition,  the  more  efficient 
the  fuel  combustion.   And  the  better  the  combustion,  the  less  the 
air  contamination  from  gas  fumes,"  he  said. 

In  addition  to  heading  Armour  Research  Foundation,  which  conducts 
monthly  dustfall  studies  for  the  city  as  a  public  service,  Leedy  is 
president  of  the  Midwestern  Air  Pollution  Prevention   association. 

The  association  is  composed  of  industrial,  civic,  and  governmenta 
leaders  interested  in  reducing  air  pollution  in  the  Chicago  area.

A  fresh  approach  to  the  problem  of  easing  Chicago's  air 
pollution  problem  was  made  today  (Aug.  18)  by  a  research  chemical 
engineer  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago. 

The  program  Edward  G.  Fochtman  outlined  for  the  Uptown  Lions 
club  would  involve  the  selection  of  a  limited  area  in  the  city  where 
an  all-out  attack  on  pollution  would  be  conducted. 

Fochtman  declared  such  a  "pilot  area  study"  would  give  scientists 
an  opportunity  to  evaluate  present  theories  as  to  the  causes  of 
pollution  and  practices  which  would  reduce  the  smoke  and  dust. 

The  study,  he  added,  would  be  much  less  expensive  than  to 
apply  the  same  control  measures  to  the  entire  city. 

The  various  expenses  resulting  from  air  pollution  run  into 
millions  of  dollars  each  year,  Fochtman  told  the  Lions  at  a  meeting 
at  the  Orphei  Singing  club,  1332  W,  Irving  Park  road.   He  said  the 
chemical  industry  alone  will  spend  $40  million  on  air  pollution 
control  this  year. 

How  is  the  individual  affected  by  air  pollution? 

Fochtman  cited  laundry  and  cleaning  bills  "with  which  we  are 
all  familiar"  and  which  "can  be  easily  traced  to  the  amount  of  dust 
and  dirt  in  the  air," 
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It  has  been  estimated,  he  noted,  that  pollution  causes 
Chicagoans  to  spend  an  extra  $30  million  on  interior  decorating  of 
homes  each  year. 

"No  estimate  of  exterior  decorating  costs  has  been  made,  but 
when  one  considers  the  cleaning  of  buildings  such  as  the  Wrigley 
building  or  some  of  the  Loop  stores,  it  is  obvious  that  the  cost  is 
high." 

In  addition,  he  pointed  out,  air  pollution  is  reported  to 
have  an  effect  on  health.   Research  studies  under  way,  he  said,  are 
attempting  to  determine  the  degree  of  health  damage  due  to  breathing 
of  air  pollutants  over  many  years. 

Air  pollution  is  significant  to  the  community. 

Chicago  spends  $300,000  a  year — or  7  1/2  cents  a  person — 
on  a  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control.   This,  Fochtman  states, 
is  more  than  the  4  1/2  cents  of  New  York  City,  but  a  lot  less  than 
the  18  1/2  cents  of  smog-ridden  Los  Angeles  county. 

He  also  asserted  that  pollution  causes  citizens  to  lose  pride 
in  Chicago,  suffer  losses  through  depreciation  of  property  in 
real  estate  negotiations,  and  encounter  difficulty  in  growing 
vegetation . 
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How  Chicago  would  be  defended  against  enemy  air  attack  will 
be  described  Sunday,  Aug.  21,  on  "Ear  on  Chicago,"  new  weekly  radio 
series  presented  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  WBBM. 

Sunday's  program,  titled  "They  Also  Serve,"  will  feature  a 
mock  air-raid  alert  at  an  anti-aircraft  battery  in  Skokie,  similar 
to  batteries  spotted  throughout  Chicagoland. 

"Ear  on  Chicago"  can  be  heard  on  WBBM  from  5:30  to  6  p.m. 
and  is  rebroadcast  over  WEAW-AM  and  FM,  Evanston,  at  6:30  p.m. 
Wednesdays . 

Fahey  Flynn  is  narrator  for  the  documentary-type  series, 
produced  by  Kirk  Logie,  Illinois  Tech  supervisor  of  radio  and 
television.

The  addition  of  a  new  laboratory  device  has  expanded  the 
facilities  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  to  all  aspects  of  blast  effects  research. 

The  instrument — known  as  a  "strong  shock  tube'' — will  be  used 
by  engineers  in  the  Foundation's  propulsion  and  structural  research 
department  to  study  the  behavior  of  air  at  very  high  temperatures 
and  pressures  similar  to  those  produced  by  nuclear  explosions. 

Designed  to  operate  at  pressures  up  to  40,000  pounds  per 
square  inch  and  at  temperatures  as  high  at  20,000   Fahrenheit,  the 
instrument  also  will  enable  scientists  to  study  the  effects  of  high 
temperature  gases  on  materials  such  as  those  used  for  liners  in 
rockets  or  combustion  chambers. 

Other  possible  uses,  according  to  the  project  engineer, 
Stuart  A.  Hoenig,  are  in  studies  of  the  production  of  radio  waves 
by  hot  gases  similar  to  those  of  the  sun,  investigations  of 
astro-physical  phenomena,  and  studies  of  rockets  and  missiles. 

The  strong  shock  tube  is  15  feet  long  with  a  two-inch  inside 
diameter  and  one-inch  thick  steel  walls.    It  is  the  third  instrument 
of  this  type  to  be  constructed  by  Foundation  engineers. 

The  first  instrument— an  eight-inch  tube  for  lower  pressure 
experiments— was  developed  in  the  ARF  laboratories  for  blast  model 
tests  and  fundamental  aerodynamic  studies. 
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Shock  tube — add  1 

The  world's  largest  shock  tube  was  designed  by  the  Foundation 
for  the  Air  Force  and  has  been  built  at  Gary,  Ind.   The  Gary  tube 
is  150  feet  long  with  a  6-foot  diameter  and  is  used  to  study  effects 
on  large  scale  models  of  buildings  which  might  be  exposed  to  bomb 
blasts. 

To  operate  the  shock  tube  as  a  laboratory  instrument  for 
generating  controlled  shock  waves,  a  certain  amount  of  combustible 
gas  in  introduced  into  one  section  of  the  tube  and  is  confined 
therein  by  a  copper  diaphragm,  according  to  Hoenig. 

The  diaphragm  is  shattered  when  the  gas  is  ignited,  and 
the  released  pressure  wave  travels  down  the  tube  to  the  test  section, 
he  explained.   The  resulting  pressures  and  temperatures  are 
recorded  with  electronic  and  optical  equipment.

Establishment  of  the  center  marks  the  first  time  in  the  school's  history 
all  the  facilities  have  been  concentrated  in  one  building. 

Illinois  Tech  is  the  only  non-sectarian  school  in  Chicago  offering 
a  bachelor's  degree  in  general  home  economics. 

Home  economics  facilities  in  Carman  hall  will  include 
laboratories  with  experimental  equipment  for  work  in  foods,  nutrition, 
and  textiles,  a  clothing  laboratory  with  a  sewing  machine  for  each 
student,  and  a  food  laboratory  for  family-style  cooking. 

Students  also  receive  training  in  quantity  food  services  in 
Illinois  Tech's  cafeterias. 

Related  art  courses,  taught  by  Illinois  Tech's  famous  Institute 
of  Design,  include  basic  design,  art  appreciation,  and  interior  design. 

"A  general  home  economics  program  has  a  dual  purpose — 
education  for  home  and  family  living  and  education  for  a  profession," 
explained  Miss  Louise  Mojonnier,  chairman  of  the  home  economics  department 
at  Illinois  Tech.

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Some  home  economics-trained  teachers  and  dietitians  are 
receiving  starting  salaries  of  $4,000  yearly.   There  also  are 
substantial  opportunities  in  public  health  and  such  business  fields 
as  home  service,  demonstration  of  domestic  equipment,  food  photography  , 
advertising,  journalism,  textiles,  and  clothing,  according  to  Miss 
Mojonnier. 

But  the  area  claiming  most  home  economic  graduates  is 
matrimony.   More  than  half  of  Illinois  Tech's  home  economic  majors 
get  married  while  in  school  or  shortly  after  graduation.

A  look  at  the  home  heating  system  of  the  future  will  be  afforded 
by  Illinois  Institute  of  Techology's  exhibit  at  the  first  Production 
Engineering  show  Sept.  6-16  at  Navy  Pier,  Chicago. 

Working  models  of  the  nuclear  reactor  to  be  installed  by  Armour 
Research  Foundation,   Illinois  Tech  affiliate,  as  well  as  the  heating 
system  will  be  featured  at  the  exhibit. 

Practical  application  of  automation  will  be  the  theme  of  the 
show.   The  exhibit  of  control  engineering  research  projects  by  eight 
universities  is  being  sponsored  by  McGraw-Hill  Publishing  Company,  Inc. 

The  Foundation's  reactor,  first  such  facility  established 
specifically  for  industrial  research,  will  be  housed  in  a  new  $1,750,000 
building  under  construction  near  35th  and  State  streets.   The  building 
is  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  1956. 

The  three-foot  high  model  of  the  reactor  is  complete  with 
movable  control  rods  and  a  cross-sectional  view  of  the  "core,"  where 
atomic  fission  takes  place. 

The  heating  system  exhibit  was  designed  and  constructed  by 
students  and  staff  memebers  in  Illinois  Tech's  mechanical  engineering 
department.   It  consists  of  a  72  cubic  foot  model  home  designed  to 
demonstrate  the  heat  pump  cycle  for  heating  and  cooling.

Upper  half  of  the  exhibit  is  made  of  glass  to  permit  observation 
of  changes  in  temperature  as  recorded  on  thermometers  in  the  rooms. 
The  heat  pump  has  been  described  as  the  ideal  home  heating  system 
of  the  future.   During  the  heating  season,  it  withdraws  heat  from 
an  outside  source,  such  as  the  ground,  air,  or  well  water.   The 
process  is  reversed  during  the  cooling  season,  with  heat  being 
expelled  from  the  home.

Dr.  David  W.  Levinson,  a  specialist  in  physical  metallurgy, 
has  been  appointed  supervisor  of  nonferrous  metallurgy  research  in  the 
metals  research  department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Levinson,  who  formerly  was  a  research  metallurgist,  will  direct 
the  activities  of  a  group  of  20  engineers  and  technicians  working  on 
the  development  of  new  and  improved  nonferrous  alloys  and  fabrication

A  major  share  of  the  group's  work  involves  the  newer  metals, 
such  as  titanium,  zirconium,  uranium,  and  vanadium. 

A  native  Chicagoan,  Levinson  was  an  instructor  in  metallurgical

One  of  the  nation's  leaders  in  urban  redevelopment  today 
(Sept.  4)  marks  his  15th  year  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology — 
a  modern  university  which  has  emerged  from  Chicago's  worst  slums. 

He  is  Raymond  J.  Spaeth,  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the 
south  side  institution  which  enrolls  more  day  and  evening  engineering 
students  than  any  other  school  in  the  country. 

Spaeth  came  to  Illinois  Tech  on  Sept.  4,  1940,  shortly  after 
IIT  v/as  created  that  year  through  the  merger  of  Armour  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Lewis  Institute. 

One  of  his  first  duties  was  to  assume  direction  of  the  details 
©f the  redevelopment  of  Illinois  Tech's  old  campus  and  blighted 
neighborhood. 

How  v/ell  he  has  performed  this  assignment  is  reflected  in  the 
following  figures: 

— More  than  550  slum  buildings  have  been  torn  down,  with 
wreckings  averaging  one  a  week  during  the  past  two  years . 

— Eighteen  modern  classroom,  laboratory,  and  housing  buildings 
have  been  constructed,  and  two  others  are  under  construction. 

— The  campus  has  been  expanded  from  7  to  £0  acres,  with  plans 
for  an  eventual  110-acre  campus. 

— The  institute's  assets  have  increased  from  $5,0£7,33C  to 
more  than  $27,000,000.

As  a  result  of  these  accomplishments,  Illinois  Tech  stands 
at  the  half-way  nark  in  its  $45,000,000  building  program,  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  10  to  15  years. 

Much  of  IIT's  success  in  its  redevelopment  program  may  be 
attributed  to  Spaeth's  bold  approach  to  slum  clearance,  the 
determination  of  other  officials,  and  the  cooperation  of  trustees. 

Speath  believes,  "You  can't  nibble  at  slums,"  that  is,  build 
new  buildings,  homes,  and  small  apartments  on  scattered  vacant  lots 
throughout  the  slum  area. 

He  contends  the  "slum  environment"  must  be  removed  before  new 
construction  starts. 

Although  rehabilitation  of  the  campus  area  was  considered 
desirable,  Spaeth  realized  early  that  is  was  not  enough.   He 
believed  the  entire  seven-square  mile  slum  section  on  Chicago's 
south  side  required  immediate  attention. 

Illinois  Tech  and  other  area  institutions  assumed  responsibility 
for  planning  a  community  redevelopment  program.   In  1£4S,  a  civic 
organization  was  formed  to  rebuild  the  decaying  central  south  side. 

!Cnov/n  as  the  South  Side  Planning  board,  the  organization 
set  out  to  redevelop  the  area  extending  from  Hoosevelt  road  to  47th 
street  from  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  tracks  to  Lake  Michigan. 

The  board  was  responsible  to  a  large  degree  for  the  $225,000,000 
redevelopment  program  under  way  on  the  city's  central  south  side. 
Included  in  the  plans  are  housing  developments,  hospital  expansions, 
industrial  improvements,  as  well  as  educational  programs. 

Spaeth  served  as  the  board's  consultant  from  1£45  to  1£52, 
when  he  was  named  board  chairman,  a  post  he  has  held  since.

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He  has  been  active  in  several  other  housing  and  anti-slun 
groups,  including  the  Citizens  Committee  to  Fight  Slums  and  the 
Metropolitan  Housing  and  Planning  council. 

Spaeth  recently  expressed  his  confidence  in  the  future  of 
the  central  south  side,  when  he  and  his  family  moved  from  Beverly 
Hills  to  Cunningham  hall,  3100  3.  Michigan  avenue,  one  of  two  new 
$1,250,000  apartment  buildings  recently  completed  at  Technology 
Center— the  name  given  to  Illinois  Tech's  campus. 
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-Progress  in  developing  such  products  as  a  high-grade  rice 
starch  arid  fine  cerar.ic  ware  has  brightened  prospects  for  Burna's 
future. 

That  is  the  belief  of  Dr.  Christopher  S.  Barthel  Jr.  of 
Amour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  who  has  returned  to  the  U.3.  after  spending  more  than  two 
years  as  director-general  of  the  Union  of  Burma  Applied  Research 
Institute. 

Barthel  said  a  "sound  basis"  for  future  research  by  Burmese 
scientists  and  engineers  has  been  established  through  the  creation 
of  the  institute. 

The  "sound  basis"  has  been  achieved  through: 

— The  construction  of  a  modern  research  facility  on  a  35-acre 
tract  in  Rangoon.  3even  new  buildings  nov/  house  modern  laboratories 
at  the  institute. 

— The  training  of  Burmese  to  work  in  the  laboratories  as 
scientists,  engineers,  and  technicians.   The  institute  is  staffed  by 
150  such  persons  trained  under  Barthel 's  guidance. 

— The  creation  of  research  and  development  programs  relating 
to  the  industrialization  of  agricultural  products  and  the  use  of 
native  raw  materials. 

Some  of  the  institute's  most  significant  worf.:,  Barthel  said, 

has  been  in  rice  technology.   Purpose  of  the  work  has  been  to  create 
a  rice  industry  that  will  use  rice  in  such  products  as  starch,  syrups,

He  added  that  a  high-grade  rice  starch  was  produced  in  the 
laboratory,  and  the  process  has  advanced  to  the  pilot  plant  stage 
with  negotiations  under  way  for  a  factory  in  Rangoon. 

Barthel  also  cited  the  institute's  work  in  ceramics,  which 
has  resulted  in  the  production  of  high-grade  ceramic  ware. 

Burma's  future,  according  to  Barthel,  lies  in  two  general 
areas — minerals  and  agricultural  products.   The  country,  he  comments, 
has  been  blessed  with  tremendous  resources. 

Plans  for  the  development  of  Burma,  including  an 
industrialization  program,  have  been  progressing  "satisfactorily/' 
Barthel  declared. 

Barthel  returned  to  the  U.  3.  to  write  a  final  report  on  his 
work  of  reorganizing  and  expanding  the  institute.   He,  his  v/ife,  and 
their  two  children,  Christopher  III  and  Julia,  have  returned  to  their 
former  home  at  1545  Spruce  street,  Northbrook,  111. 

Barthel  is  engineering  adviser  to  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica 
and  formerly  was  chairman  of  the  National  Blectronics  conference, 
president  of  the  Chicago  Technical  council,  and  a  member  of  the 
ITorthbrook  board  of  library  directors.

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A  new  metallurgical  technique  which  may  lead  to  an  entirely 
new  use  of  metals  has  been  developed  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  technique — known  as  fiber  metallurgy — is  unique  because 
it  involves  the  use  of  a  bulk  starting  form  of  metal  heretofore  not 
used — short  metal  fibers,  according  to  Dr.  Arthur  G.  Metcalfe,  senior 
metallurgist  at  the  Foundation. 

Use  of  the  technique  can  result  in  bodies  with  novel 
properties,  Motcr'.lfe  says.   It  is  possible,  he  explains,  to  mal^e 
products  having  a  wide  range  of  porosities  combined  wltJi  relatively 
high  strength  and  toughness . 

Filter  materials  represent  only  one  of  the  fields  of  potential 
use  for  fiber  metallurgy  proiucts,  Metcalfe  points  out.   Use  can 
be  made  of  their  high  stiff ness-to-mas3  ratio  compared  to  other  bodies 

Applications  have  been  proposed  in  the  aeronautical  field. 
Metcalfe  also  anticipates  metal  fibers  can  be  prepared  as  .skeletons 
to  support  other  materials  having  special  properties.   3uch  additions 
would  include  plastics,  active  catalyst  masses,  active  battery 
masses,  ceramics,  and  friction  materials. 

Many  of  the  operations  in  fiber  metallurgy  are  the  same  as 
in  powder  metallurgy,  Metcalfe  notes.   But  he  cites  one  fundamental 
difference — the  use  of  metal  fibers  as  the  starting  material.

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One  of  the  outstanding  properties  of  fiber  metal  bodies  is 
that  they  lend  themselves  to  felting  processes  similar  to  the 
Fourdrinier  process  used  in  paper  malting. 

Here's  how  the  felting  process  operates: 

The  fibrous  material  is  suspended  in  a  liquid.   The  fibers 
are  felted,  or  matted,  by  pouring  the  suspension  over  a  filter  while 
applying  suction  action.   Result  is  that  the  fibrous  material  remains 
on  top  of  the  filter  while  the  liquid  is  drawn  through. 

After  drying,  the  interlocking  fibers,  or  felted  material, 
can  be  processed  in  various  ways,  such  as  sintering,  coining,  or 
impregnating. 

It  can  be  pressed  to  a  higher  density.   Or  a  brazing  material 
having  a  lower  melting  temperature  can  be  added  to  improve  the 
strength  and  ductility  after  a  suitable  heat  treatment. 

Tests  conducted  at  the  Foundation  to  compare  the  tensile  and 
Impact  strength  of  fiber  and  powdei  metallurgy  products  have  shown 
the  fiber  metallurgy  bodies  have  some  significant  advantages  over 
powder  products. 

The  properties  of  fiber  metal  bodies  can  be  adjusted  by 
controlling  the  methods  of  manufacture,  according  to  Metcalfe.   For 
instance,  the  selection  of  the  proper  wire  diameter  and  length  can 
be  very  important  in  developing  the  desired  properties,  he  explains. 

In  the  aeronautical  field,  the  higher  ratio  of  strength-to- 
porosity  of  fiber  metal  bodies  compared  with  porous  powder  metal 
bodies  favors  its  use  as  part  of  the  airfoil — for  example,  in  the 
de-icing  systems  now  using  porous  metals  to  distribute  the  de-icing 
compound  uniformly  over  the  wing  edge.

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Another  such  use  might  be  in  "boundary  layer"  control,  in 
which  the  movement  of  air  through  the  wing  surface  is  used  to 
preserve  streamline  flow  giving  increased  lift  and  reduced  drag. 
Another  may  be  for  transpirational  cooling  of  jet  engine  components. 

The  fiber  metallurgy  process  will  be  available  to  industry 
on  a  license  basis.

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The  building,  designed  by  Lvidwig  lilies  van  der  Rohe,  is  a 
unique  glass  and  steel  structure  at  State  and  34th  streets.   Its 
roof  is  hung  from  four  steel  girders  to  allow  a  column-free  exhibit 
hall. 
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A  chemical  engineering  professor  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  has  been  awarded  a  $6,700  grant  from  the  National 
Science  foundation  in  support  of  "bubble  technology"  research. 

Dr.  Robert  C.  Kintner  received  the  grant  for  a  continuation  of 
his  study  of  "Motion  of  Gas  Bubbles  and  Liquid  Drops  in  a  Liquid 
Measure,"  a  subject  on  which  he  has  been  conducting  research 
since  1949.   The  $6,700  grant  will  finance  two  additional  years 
of  investigation. 

More  economic  production  of  a  number  of  chemical  products 
may  result  from  the  study,  Kintner  explained. 

Such  chemical  products  as  rocket  and  aviation  fuels,  oxygen, 
vinegar,  rubber,  glycerine,  beer,  whiskey,  rayon,  nylon,  fertilizers, 
dyes,  printers  ink,  paint  solvents,  and  dry  ice  are  dependent  upon 
the  efficient  use  of  gas-liquid  interchange  for  their  economic 
production,  he  said. 

Only  through  better  understanding  of  the  nature  of  a  gas  bubble 
during  its  formation,  growth,  and  travel  through  the  liquid,  its 
joining  with  other  bubbles  to  form  a  larger  one,  or  its  splitting 
up  to  form  smaller  ones  can  scientists  and  engineers  hope  to  improve 
the  processes  and  operations  to  make  more  and  cheaper  products, 
Kintner  explained. 

Kintner  resides  at  10149  Forest  avenue,  Chicago.

Recent  announcements  of  large  industrial  gifts  to  establish 
college  scholarships  are  evidence  of  an  increasing  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  developing  future  leaders  of  the  country's  economy  is  a 
joint  responsibility  of  industry  and  education. 

This  is  the  belief  of  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  expressed  tonight  in  an  address  at 
the  sixth  annual  banquet  of  the  Midwest  College  Placement  association 
in  the  Edgewater  Beach  hotel,  Chicago. 

He  hailed  industry's  willingness  to  assist  brilliant  but  needy 
students  obtain  college  training  as  an  encouraging  sign.   The  nation 
he  said,  "has  been  failing  in  the  full  development  of  a  large  part  of 
its  youth  since  only  about  one-half  of  the  best  qualified  high  school 
graduates  are  entering  college." 

He  attributed  the  failure  of  many  to  do  so  to  lack  of  adequate 
financial  resources. 

Discussing  responsibilities  of  industry  and  education  for 
developing  adequate  trained  manpower,  Rettaliata  outlined  four 
principal  areas  of  mutual  interest.   They  were: 

— Proper  education  of  young  people  in  anticipation  of  industry's 
needs . 

— Employment  of  college  and  university  graduates  in  occupations 

for  which  their  training  fits  them,

— Preparation  for  increases  in  enrollment  at  the  colleges  and 
universities. 

— Solution  of  the  financial  problems  which  afflict  higher 
education,  particularly  the  privately  supported  institutions. 

Rettaliata  pointed  out  that  the  colleges  and  universities 
"constantly  are  evaluating"  their  programs  to  develop  more  capable 
individuals,  and  urged  that  graduates  entering  industry  be  utilized 
at  the  maximum  level  of  their  training  and  qualifications. 

"Educators  like  to  see  their  product  used  most  effectively, 
whether  it  be  in  business  or  in  the  armed  forces,"  the  Illinois  Tech 
president  explained. 

"Colleges  and  universities  cannot  be  content  merely  to  grant 
the  student  a  degree  upon  completion  of  the  required  number  of  hours 
of  study.   They  are,  am'  properly  should  be,  just  as  concerned  with 
his  occupational  success  after  leaving  college." 

Concerning  the  anticipated  wave  of  new  students  ,  Rettaliata  said; 

"The  additional  students  who  are  qualified  must  somehow  be 
accommodated.  America  is  not  a  society  in  which  a  chosen  few  are 
expected  to  receive  the  benefits  of  higher  education. 

"The  private  instituions  must  assume  their  full  share  of  the 
responsibility  for  absorbing  the  increased  number  of  students.   It  can- 
not be  left  entirely  to  the  tax-supported  colleges  for  solution, 
otherwise  the  traditional  enrollment  pattern  will  become  unbalanced 
to  an  unfavorable  extent  , 

"Qualified  applicants  must  be  given  opportunity  for  advanced 
study  to  fit  them  for  useful  careers.  They  must  be  given  superior, 
not  indifferent,  instruction." 

Pointing  out  that  three-fourths  of  the  privately  supported 
colleges  and  universities  are  unable  to  meet  operating  expenses, 
Rettaliata  urged  greater  industry  support  of  education.

"It  is  natural,"  he  said,  "that  education  should  depend  upon 
this  source  of  strength  when  in  need,  just  as  industry  looks  to 
education  for  the  things  which  enable  it  to  expand  and  prosper." 

Higher  education  benefits  industry  by  conducting  important 
research  and  providing  a  continuing  supply  of  well-educated  personnel, 
he  added . 

He  also  urged  more  effective  two-way  channels  of  information 
between  industry  and  higher  education  to  achieve  a  more  intimate 
understanding  of  their  mutual  needs  and  problems.

Chicago.

Oct.  28  in  the  hotel's  Illinois  room 

"The  Hydra-Touch  System  for  Farm  and  Industrial  Tractors"  will  be 
discussed  by  G.  L.  Hershman,  chief  engineer.  International  Harvester 
company,  Chicago. 

J.  J.  Slomer,  hydraulic  engineer,  Goodman  Manufacturing  company, 
Chicago,  will  describe  "The  Hydraulics  on  a  Continuous  Mining  and 
Loading  Machine." 

The  hydraulics  conference  is  sponsored  by  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  graduate  school  and  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Tech,  in  cooperation  with  a  group  of  engineering  societies 
and  nearly  100  industrial  organizations. 

Eight  other  technical  sessions  are  scheduled  on  hydraulic  fluids, 
presses,  automotive,  pumps,  components  and  accessories,  pneumatics, 
machine  tools,  and  aircraft  controls.

He  is  Francis  B.  Porzel,  senior  research  engineer  in  the 
Foundation's  propulsion  and  structural  research  department. 

The  new  top  scientific  position  carrying  the  title  "senior  scienc 
advisor"  has  been  established  by  the  Foundation  to  recognize  superlative 
scientific  and  engineering  ability  as  distinct  from  administrative 
duties,  according  to  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  Foundation  director. 

Duties  of  the  senior  science  advisor  will  be  to  advise  the

These  positions  will  be  filled  by  outstanding  professional  men 
with  a  broad  general  knowledge  of  basic  science  or  engineering,  a 
thorough  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  technical  fields  represented 
by  their  department,  and  a  national  scientific  reputation  in  their 
field,  he  added.

Porzel  is  the  originator  of  much  of  the  shock  wave  theory  and 
blast  effects  theory  as  they  are  now  known  in  the  United  States,  and 
he  has  received  wide  recognition  for  his  accomplishments  in  these 
fields.   Ho  currently  is  active  in  safety  problems  for  nuclear  reactors. 

Before  joining  the  Foundation  in  1954,  he  served  as  a  group 
leader  at  the  Los  Alamos  Scientific  laboratory  where  he  was  responsible 
for  formulating  theory  and  design  and  for  execution  and  analysis  of 
experiments  dealing  with  hydrodynamic  problems  and  effects  from  atomic 
bombs.   He  also  was  project  leader  or  program  director  for  seven  series 
of  atomic  bomb  tests  in  Nevada  and  the  Pacific  proving  grounds. 

A  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  reserve,  Porzel  has  served  with  the 
U.S.  Army  Artillery  where  he  was  concerned  with  research  and  development 
of  guns,  ammunition,  and  gun  laying  equipment.   He  has  received  the 
Legion  of  Merit,  Commendation  Medal,  and  Letter  of  Commendation  for 
his  participations  in  Operations  Greenhouse,  Ivy,  and  Sphinx. 

A  1940  graduate  of  the  University  of  Idaho,  Porzel  received  his 
B.S.  degree  in  metallurgical  engineering  in  three  years  with  highest 
honors.   He  received  his  M.S.  degree  in  nuclear  physics  in  1948  from 
Princeton  university.

The  infrequency  of  rain  in  August  proved  to  be  the  most 
significant  factor  in  giving  Chicago  its  second  highest  dustfall  for 
the  month. 

An  average  of  45.9  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  on  the 
city  during  August,  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  reported  today. 

The  total  was  second  only  to  the  50.5  tons  back  in  1947.   Last 
August's  average  was  36.4. 

More  than  double  the  normal  amount  of  rain  fell  during  the 
month,  according  to  the  Weather  bureau.   But  the  rains  came  with  only 
about  half  the  usual  August  frequency.   As  a  result,  the  ground  was 
wetted  down  less  than  under  normal  conditions. 

Monthly  dustfall  data  is  compiled  by  the  Foundation  as  a  public 
service  to  the  city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control.

West  Allis,  Wis. — Wider  publicity  should  be  given  to  the 
achievements  of  the  American  free  enterprise  system  to  "refute  the 
mouthings  of  those  fuzzy-minded  persons  who  would  reshape  our  economy." 

This  is  the  belief  of  Dr,  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Speaking  at  the  dedication  of  a  new  West  Allis  YMCA  building 
today,  Rettaliata,  cited  the  high  material  and  cultural  standards  of 
the  country,  and  predicted  further  spectacular  advances  in  the  next 
quarter-century. 

Presenting  a  verbal  picture  of  things  in  store  for  the  youth  of 
the  country,  he  foresaw  a  longer  life  and  better  health,  benefits  of 
atomic  research,  vastly  increased  speed  of  transportation,  a  shorter 
work  week,  a  lightening  of  physical  labor,  and  electronic  "miracles." 

The  Illinois  Tech  president,  one-time  manager  of  the  research 
and  gas-turbine  development  division  of  Allis-Chalmers  Manufacturing 
company,  Milwaukee,  predicted  that  within  25  years  many  present  process 
and  articles  of  daily  use  "will  have  become  as  out-moded  as  those 
current  at  the  beginning  of  the  century  are  today." 

Rettaliata  praised  the  work  of  the  YMCA  as  a  "vital  force  in 
maintaining  our  American  way  of  life.

"Its  programs  instill  in  youth  a  firm  respect  for  personal  and 
civic  virtues,  and  develop  the  spirit  of  honest,  hard-fighting 
competition  which  is  the  lifeblood  of  our  economy." 

In  urging  greater  publicity  for  the  "good  things"  of  the 
country,  he  pointed  out  that  with  only  about  6  per  cent  of  the  world's 
population  and  land  area,  "there  are  more  young  men  and  women  studying 
in  our  colleges  and  universities  than  in  any  other  nation. 

"Our  industry  and  technology  have  given  us  a  standard  of  living 
unequalled  anywhere  at  any  time." 

He  noted  also  that  the  United  States  has  more  charitable 
institutions,  hospitals,  and  libraries  than  any  other  country. 

Rettaliata  traced  the  achievements  of  the  American  free  enterpris 
system  to  the  idea  of  human  freedom,  upon  which  the  country  was  founded. 

"It  is  because  we  built  our  foundation  on  the  bedrock  of  this 
central  idea,  and  defended  it  against  its  foes,"  he  said,  "that  the  good 
things  of  yesterday,  today;^  and  tomorrow,  have,  or  will,  largely  come. 

"The  greatness  of  America  comes  from  those  fundamental  concepts 
of  liberty  and  freedom.   Applied  in  industry,  in  science,  and 
education,  they  have  uplifted  the  lives  and  well-being  of  our  people. 

"This  precious  freedom  has  made  it  possible  for  our  young 
people  to  plan  their  lives,  freely  chosing  their  careers — and  will 
continue  to  do  so  as  long  as  they  cherish  that  crucial  ingredient  of 
our  way  of  life."

The  group--composed  of  nine  educators  who  specialize  in  applied 
industrial  research  and  four  representatives  of  industry — is  in  the  U.S 
on  a  five-week  study  of  the  organization  and  methods  of  applied 
research  institutes.

VJASHINGTON,   D.C, — A  plan  analogous   to  the  Turkmen's  comnensation 
act  was  advocated  here  today  to  cover  public  liabilities  in  nuclear 
reactor  operations. 

The  suggestion  was  made  by  iilliam  M.    Cousins  Jr.,   assistant 
director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
at  the  Atomic  Industrial  Forum's  annual  meeting  at  the  Sheraton-Park  hotel. 

Cousins  recommended  the  passage  of  an  "atomic  compensation  act" 
which  would  provide  for  fixed  damage  payments  to  the  public  and  a  fixed 
limit  of  liability  for  companies. 

He  pointed  out  that  adeouate  public  liability  insurance   currently 
is  not  available  at     reasonable     rates       and  that  many  companies  would 
prefer  greater  coverage, 

"The   objective  of  any  insurance  plan  must  be  to  protect  both  the 
general  public  and  the  reactor  owner,"  he  saido 

Cousins  admitted  that  several   questions  must  be  answered  before 
the   adoption  of  such  legislation,   including  the   assessment   of  damage  and 
the  calculation  of  ma:d.raum  possible  damage. 

But  he  urged  a  positive  approach  in  dealing  with  the  problem,    Sc-'ying, 
"There   is  no  doubt  that  revisions  Mill  liave  to  be  made,   but  the  same  has 
been  true  of  workmen's  compensation,"

He  pointed  out  that  the  measurement  of  blood  damage  has  been 
suggested  as  a  means  of  assessing  radiation  damage, 

"¥e  are  learning  more  and  more  every  day  about  radiation  damage 
to  living  structures,"  he  stated,  "and  it  does  not  seem  too  optimistic 
to  believe  that  a  quantitative  measure   can  be   achievedo"' 

Cousins  said  there  are  two  major  factors  in  the  establishment  rf 
a  fixed  limit  of  liability — the  probability  of  a  disaster  and  the 
population  within  its  range. 

He  believes  the  experience  and  judgment  of  nuclear  engineers  at 
present  is  sufficient  to  suggest  a   starting  figure  which  could  be  modified 
with  experience, 

"The  preceding  considerations   obviously  are  similar  to  those   steps 
every  insurance  company  goes  through  in  arriving  at  rates  for  any  type 
of  insurance,"  he  asserted. 

Cousins  described  many  of  the  safety  precautions  taken  in 
installing  the  nation's  first  nuclear  reactor  specifically  for  industrial 
research  at  Armour  Research  Foiindation's  facilities  in  the  heart   of  Chicago, 

The  reactor,  which  will  be   completed  early  in  19^6,   also  is  the 
first  to  be   constructed  in  a  highly  populated  area  since  the  development 
of  Fermi's  original  reactor  in  19lil. 

Cousins  estimated  that  some  11,000  persons  live  within  a  radius 
of  1,500  feet  of  the   site   of  Armour's  reactor, 

"Such  a  situation  obviously  cannot  be  satisfied  by  the  use  of 
exclusion  area,  and,  therefore,  the  only  alternative  is  one  in  which 
'containment'   is   assured,"   he  declared.

The  new  residence  halls  are  located  in  the  same  block  as  two 
other  TIT  multi-story  apartment  buildings — Gunsaulus  hall  and  Carman 
hall.   Altogether  they  will  accommodate  356  student  and  staff  families 

Designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe ,  director  of  Illinois 
Tech's  department  of  architecture,  both  new  buildings  are  similar 
in  appearance  to  Carman  hall. 

Bailey  hall  has  88  units  of  four,  three  and  two  rooms,  while 
Cunningham  has  56  units  of  six,  five,  and  two  rooms. 

The  two  apartments  represent  the  17th  and  18th  new  buildings 
constructed  at  Technology  Center  in  little  more  than  a  decade. 

The  19th  new  building,  the  Architecture-Planning-Design 
building  at  10  W.  34th  street,  is  nearing  completion.   The  20th, 
undei'  construction  near  35th  and  State  streets,  will  house  the 
Armour  Research  Foundation's  physics  and  electrical  engineering 
research  departments,  as  well  as  the  first  private  nuclear  reactor 
for  industrial  research.   It  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  April, 
1956. 

Cunningham,  a  past  president  of  the  American  Society  of 
Mechanical  Engineers  and  the  Illinois  Manufacturers  association, 
became  a  member  of  the  Armour  Institute  board  of  trustees  in  1932, 
and  later  was  named  chairman.   He  continued  in  this  capacity 
following  the  merger. 

In  1911,  Cunningham  founded  the  Steam  Appliance  company, 
known  today  as  Republic  Flow  Meters  company,  manufacturer  of 
industrial  instruments  and  controls.   He  lives  in  Winnetka.
